It cannot be too clearly understood that, for the 
ending of the war as for its beginning, England 
is entirely in the hands of her Foreign Office, 
and that as long as Sir Edward Grey remains 
Foreign Secretary her interests, her honor, and, 
indeed, the future of Europe, as far as her di- 
plomatic action can affect it, are absolutely at 
the mercy of Sir Edward’s capacity and charac- 
ter. 


This is a serious responsibility; and on the 
most favorable estimate of Sir Edward’s genius 
the British Empire will be taking more chances 
than can be heartily enjoyed by anyone but a 
confirmed gambler or a fanatical devotee of 
British junker Government. That is why it is 
so startling to read, in an utterance of his 
which must be presumed to he as closely up to 
date as any utterance during war time can be, 
assumption and statements which have dropped 
out of currency among serious students of the 
war since public opinion began to steady itself 
toward the middle of 1915.

IR EDWARD, it appears, is still going to

ible for precisely similar sentences written by 
Gen. Butler and other English militarist writers.

of understanding is likely to be reached on these 
lines, and how long it will take to reach them. 
Sir Edward is still under the impression that 
when Belgium appealed to.Germany, France and 
Britain for a pledge that her neutrality would 
be respected, Germany refused it and Britain 
and France gave it. This delusion may have 
helped out our recruiting at a moment when re- 
cruiting was the supreme consideration: but 
now that we have compulsory military service, 
and can afford to employ 200,000 soldiers as 
officers’ valets, and are therefore sure of as 
many men in the army as we can prudently 
spare from civil industry, it is no longer neces- 
sary to resort to such expedients. The truth is, 
as Sir Edward can easily ascertain from his 
own White Papers, that each of the three Pow- 
ers consented to respect the neutrality of Bel- 
gium only on condition that the other two did

she was set up as a buffer State between the 
great Powers of the west of Europe. Unless 
and until Belgium can be placed under the pro- 
tection of a supernational organization stronger 
than any of the national Powers or their mili- 
tant alliances, Belgium must fulfill her present 
destiny of being, as both Sir Edward and the 
Imperial Chancellor quite accurately call her, 
“a bulwark” for England and France against 
Germany. England is our castle; but Belgium 
is its barbican; and we cannot allow Belgium to 
surrender the barbican, nor can we hesitate, if 
she cannot hold it against Germany, to throw 
in our troops and defend it as if it were Port- 
south, no matter how vigorously Belgium may 
protest. 

That is ‘our position and also the French sou 
tion; and everybody in-Europe knows it except 
the subscribers to the London one-<cent illustrat- 
ed dailies. Sir Edward and his colleagues se- 
cured popular support at the beginning of the 
war by holding up the neutrality of Belgium as 
something so sacred that only the very vilest of 
Huns would raise a weapon against it or march 
a regiment across a Belgian field. I venture to 
differ with Sir Edward to the extent of saying 
that if our own military success were at stake 
we would violate the neutrality of Heaven it- 
self rather than give a German soldier half a 
chance of setting foot in a Kentish lane; and 
what has happened in Greece has shown that I 
was precisely right, even to the very instance I 
gave of the landlocked country (Serbia) which 
might put us to the test. 

Now Sir Edward, according to the Chicago in- 
terview, has not come around to my opinion. 
He still insists that Germany must come to judg- 
ment on the neutrality question, even at the 
cost of giving away our own position in Greece 
as morally indefensible. Fortunately I, having 
in 1914 heroically resisted the temptation to use 
The Hague Conference and the 1839 treaty as a 
stick to beat Germany with, am now able to 
say without making myself publicly ridiculous 
that military necessity justified Britain in seiz- 
ing the Greek islands and in claiming a right of 
way for her ally Serbia over the Greek railway 
through Athens, and to repeat that the Ger- 
man attack on France, a quite unnecessary 
breach of the peace of Western Europe, is the 
true Achilles heel of Germany’s moral position.

GOOD ROAD BONDS VALID. 

The decision of the State Supreme Court 
holding the good road bond issue of St. Louls 
County constitutional will be received with re 
lief and satisfaction not only by the people of 
the counties in which good road bonds have been 
authorized, but by the people of the entire State, 
who realize the necessity and value of good 
roads to the State. It releases the energies and 
ambitions of Missourians in the direction of 
progress. 

The prompt action of the court in handing 
down the decision before vacation is greatly ap- 
preciated. The Judges have served the popular 
interest by passing on the bonds in time to per- 
mit the beginning of work this summer. It is 
a notable instance of an eminently proper and 
legitimate response of a tribunal to the desire 
and welfare of the people. 

The technical illegality of the form in which 
it was desired by the County Court to issue the 
bonds may reduce the premium on the issue for 
the year’s work, but does not prevent their sale 
and the beginning of construction. The pro- 
vision of the law requiring that part of all 
bonds issued shall be in $100 denominations 
must be complied with. 

While this will affect the bonds issued this 
year the law can be amended by the next Legis- 
lature in time for the next issue. The technical 
point with regard to the County Court’s power 
to fix a time for the maturity of the bonds can 
also be amended. The present law permits the 
County Court to take up the bonds at any time. 
The road bond law should be thoroughly re- 


to have the road laws carefully examined by an 
expert and a law in harmony with the best 
legislation on the subject formulated for sub- 
mission to the Legislature. The present law is 
unsatisfactory. The law should be framed to 
meet the needs of the State and be free from 


ambiguities. 

The best possible results have been obtained 
under the present law. The people have been 
awakened to the need of good roads and their 
impulse has been translated into action. In ob- 
taining this result credit is due Prosecuting At- 
torney Ralph of St. Louis County and Assistant 
Attorney-General Rutherford, who has given able 
counsel and aid in working out the legal prob- 
lems confronting the good roads forces.

“The District of Columbia, with its compact and 
small population, leads all. Other small States, 
like New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, New Mex- 
ico, Idaho and Wyoming, are high up in the list. 
There is a logical explanation for this, of course. 
If any one of these States has just one regiment it 
naturally draws a high per cent of the limited 
population. But why should Texas, the_fifth 
State, be the forty-ninth in its national guard, 
or Illinois, the third, be the forty-second? Of the 
larger States, Massachusetts, which ranks sixth in 
population, is the highest on its militia showing. 
At that it is only sixteenth. Our own State of 
Missouri, seventh in population is thirty-fourth 
with its national guard.

Even more interesting is the tabulation of small 
arms practice for the year 1914. Every State ex- 
cept one makes a miserable showing.

In England, some time ago, the British Labor 
party adopted a resolution declaring it would not 
accept any extension of manhood suffrage unless 
woman suffrage was granted at the same time. 
Chivalry? The Lebor party is playing for the 
support of the greatest of the new elements which 
is coming into power—the working, voting woman. 
In Germany the men street cleaners threatened 
a strike of women street cleaners were paid less 
than men. Kultur? When peace is declared and 
the street cleaning jobs are wanted for the re- 
turning men, then, if women are doing the work 
for less pay, the men will not get their jobs back. 
Equal pay for equal work was one of the things 
the vote was supposed to bring. In the general 
topsy-turvy of war it is apparently going to be 
other-end-to.

It is quite plain that 
Germany must rely on the strength of her sec- 
ondary and tertiary defenses rather than upon hu- 
man reinforcements, for there is nowhere from 
which new corps can be drawn to send against 
the British. But it is also true that fewer men 
are needed on the defensive than on the offensive 
fia such a struggle as that now under way. 

There are many elements to be considered in 
any forecast of the outcome of the “big push.” 
Just as the Germans struck west. of the Meuse 
after they were checked behind Douaumont, so the 
British, with their immense army and incalcula-

It looks 
rather like a preliminary workouf, in which the 
British are testing their new organizations—and 
especially their new officers. Even as a test/it is 
partial, for not more than 20 per cent of the 
Britigh forces in France appear to be engaged. 

The very first report, however, indicated that 
the English haye learned one lesson—the folly of 
trying to push infantry attacks beyond artillery 
support. 

At Loos the Britons lost about 10,000 men in 
seizing the first line German trenches and re- 
doubts—and then sacrificed 50,000 in an effort to 
g:. farther. At the Somme, the first dispatch from 
-the battlefield described Kitchener’s men as dig- 
ging in beyond the first Germen line, and the sec- 
ond day’s fighting was devoted almost exclusively 
to consolidating their position and straightening 
their front. Then, if the attack is to be driven 
home, the guns will be brought forward to repeat 
their devastating fire before the infantry charge 
again. ’ 


THE TURNING POINT. 

New York Globe: The Russian offensive in 
Galicia and Volhynia, the Italian offensive in the 
Trentino and the French-British offensive along 
the Somme seem to mark the fact that the war 
has reached a turning point.

Springfield Republican: Springfield and the 
Connecticut Valley have had their sad and mys- 
terious experiences with epidemics of poliomye- 
litis, or infantile paralysis, and so can sympathize 
with New York City. The disease there largely 
centers in Brooklyn, and it is spreading alarm- 
ingly. The total of cases since January has been 
456, with nearly 100 deaths. During the week end- 
ing Saturday 59 children died of the disease, 36 
boys and 23 girls. From Saturday noon until 
yesterday noon some 90 cases had developed and 
there were 21 deaths.» The pity of our helpless- 
ness in dealing with this disease is thus made 
manifest. Manhattan and the Bronx are affected, 
ae well as Brooklyn. The epidemic has assumed 
such proportions that the Rockefeller Institute | 
is to inaugurate a field campaign against it, send- | 
ing nurses and experts into the affected areas. | 
In Springfield’s last epidemic quarantining was | 
closely enforced, with the best results. Has there | 


been failure in this respect in New York? { 


It is not to be wondered at that Dr. Haven | 
Emerson, Health Commissioner, says that his | 
department is facing one of the most serious ) 
problems in its history. The Public Health , 
Service in Washington has been giving close at- 
tention to this malady ever since 1907, when the ; 
disease was prevalent in New York City. It then } 
apparently spread from that center and there were } 
smaller outbreaks in the New England States, 
while in 1908 and 1909 the disease appeared quite | 
extensively in Minnesota, Nebraska, Kensas and ) 
Missouri. In 1913 and 1914 there were outbreaks | 
in Arkansas and Vermont. In its studies the Pub- } 
lic Health Service has found that epidemics of { 
this disease are most frequent and extensive in } 
Northern latitudes in the summer and fall months. { 
More than half of the epidemic cases reported in } 
the United States have occurred in the northern } 
part of the country, east of the Dakotas. The 
mortality has varied from 5 per cent in the New 
York epidemic of 1907, to as high as 29 per cent : 
in the Kansas ep!temic of 1909. Unhappily, in the } 
present outbreak in New York City, the death rate { 
has continued at about 20 per cent, or four times \ 
as high as in the epidemic of 1907. 

Health Commissioner Emerson has warned par- { 
ents in the big city to keep their children away } 
from crowds, especially at indoor gatherings. In- ‘ 
fantile paralysis is conveyed in coughing and } 
sneezing, and for this reason, Dr. Emerson says, } 
a child carrying the disease may infect many j 
others by coughing or sneezing in a crowd. The ) 
Health Commissioner agrees with all the medical | 
authorities in saying that “there is no preventive | 
of the disease, and there is no cure”:

1,000,000 POUNDS OF HARDTACK 


Soldiers’ Emergency Ration Looks 
Like a Cracker, But Is Heavier 
and Differs in Taste. 


Among the army supplies being 
furnished by St. Louis is one miilion 
pounds of hardtack, the bread com- 


monly served to soldiers the world 
over as an emergency ration. St. 
Louis bakeries are operating over- 
time to fill the order, and it is being 
shipped at the rate of four to five car- 
loads daily. 

Hardtack is a cracker two inches 
square and one-quarter inch thick; 
resembling in appearance the common 
soda cracker. It is much heavier, 
however, and differs from thie soda 
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cracker in taste, in this respect being 
more like beaten biscuit. 

It is made of a mixture of high- 
grade flour and water, mixed until 


“i the dough reaches a gummy consis- 


tency. Then the moisture is baked 
out of it and it becomes hardtack. 
No shortening substance, salt or 
soda is used in its manufacture, 
which accounts for its well-known 
quality of keeping fresh indefinitely.

devotion to the ideals of peace, re- 
trenchment and reform, their leader, 
Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, was 
principally concerned about the Al- 
geciras conference and had already— 
always, of course, upon the express 
understanding that the British Gov- 
ernment was not in any way being 
committed to war—authorized mill- 
tary conversations with the French 
general staff. 


Tranquil on Volcano’s Slope. 


HEN onward along a road marked 
T by the milestones of German 
naval levies and army augmen- 
tations, we came first to the asser- 
tion by Austria of the sovereignty 
over Bosnia and Herzegovina and the 
German ultimatum to Russia in 1908, 
and secondly, in 1911, to the Panther 
and Agadir affair, and, thirdly, the 
bewildering entanglements of the 
Balkan wars—those times when the 
sinister hypothesis prowled about 
Whitehall and glared in at the pro- 
saic mansion windows of Downing 
street and when it was felt that in 
the turn of a diplomatic phrase or of 
a parliamentary answer there might 
lie the difference between peace and 
war between the nineteenth and 
twentiteh centuries. 


One wonders how people live tran- 
quilly on the slope of a volcano which 
in past ages swallowed villages and 
devastated fields, but the explanation 
is simple—they have heard it rumble 
and seen the smoke so often without 
anything serious happening. There 
have even been eruptions spectacular 
enough to get into the newspapers 
and no one was hurt. 


That period immediately before the 
explosion was the calmest and most 
hopeful we had known for years. 
After Agadir the policy of Germany 
towards Great Britain was not only 
correct, but was considerate. All 
through the tangles of the Balkan 
conferences British and German do- 
plomacy labored in harmony. Dis- 
trust which had grown up in the For- 
eign Office had sensibly been modi- 
fied. Some at least of those who 
were accustomed to utter warnings 
began to feel the need of revising 
their judgment. The personalities 
who expressed the foreign policy of 
Germany seemed for the first time 
to be men whom we could really talk 
with, with whom common action was 
possible. 


The péaceful solution of the Balkan 
difficulties gave a tremendous feeling 
of confidence. For months we had ne- 
gotiated upon the most difficult ques- 
tions while on the brink of a rupture 
and no rupture had come. There had 
been a score of opportunities, had any 
Power wished one. Germany seemed 
with us set on peace. A wave of op- 
timism passed over the mind of the 
British Government and the House of 
Commons. 


But Armaments Always Grew. 


LTHOUGH abroad the increase of 
armaments was proceeding with 
constant acceleration, although 

a $50,000,000 capital tax had been lev- 

ied by Germany and the alarm bell 

was ringing for those who had ears to | 
hear; the struggle to obtain the nec- 
essary supplies for the fleet was 
never More prolonged or more severe 

than in the early months of 1914. 

Also there seemed a prospect that the 

personal good will and respect which 

had grown up between the principal peo- 
ple of both sides were playing their 
useful part and some looked forward to 

@ wider combination in which Great 

Britain and Germany, without prejudice 

to their respective friendships and alli- 

ances, nlight together bring the two op- 
posing European systems into harmony 
and give to all anxious nations solid as- 
surances of safety and fair play. Care, 
however, still was taken of the fleets 


jand they lacked little that money could 


buy. 


German Ministers, no doubt, were sin- 
cerely anxious to be friends with En- 
gland. It was to their interest and Brit- 
ish inclination. More, it was according 
to their instructions, for in truth there 
was a policy behind their policy. The 
deep purposes of the ferman nation did 
not lie in the German Foreign Office. 
The soul of Germany was surrendered 
t» the General Staff. Somewhere in the 
immense organizafion after Agadir the 
intention formed to “keep England out 
of it’’ and diplomatic persons and meth- 
ods had been chosen and directed to that 
end. And somewhere, too, in what we 
have learned to know so well as “Main 
Headquarters,”’ trained inteltigences 
were peering at each other over inter- 
minable ledgers and calculations were 
now to say ‘All is ready, the hour has 
come, move all, the highest graciously 
congents!” 

Early in July, for the first time in 
some years, a British battle squadron 
visited Kiel for the great regatta. The 
finest ships of the two navies lay at 
moorings, side by side, surrounded by 
yachts and pleasure ships of every kind. 
Undue curiosity in technical matters 
were banned by mutual agreement. 
There were races and banquets and 
speeches. There was sunshine, there 
was the Emperor. Officers and men fra- 
ternized and entertained each other, 
afloat and ashore. Together they strolled 
arm in arm through the hospitable town 
or dined, all with good will,'in the mess 
wardroom. Together they stood with 
bare heads at the funeral of a German 
officer killed in a flying English sea- 
plane. The sinister hypothesis seemed 
very far away, yet it was.now to leap 
into reality. The great ships parted 
with all pomp and naval salutation; they 
were to meet again amid the mists of 
the North Sea, matched in a quarrel 
which cannot end until terrible judg- 
ments have been decreed.

fin Pekin, Tell me, ohw is Dr. Reinsch 
now? Has he fallen into the pitfall, with 
the rest of the lagtion quarter?” 

There was something almost fatalistic 
in the way he put the question. 

“When I came back from America 
for the first time after six years,’’ “he 
went on, without waiting for the an- 
swer, “I was enthusiastic for reforms. 
In America everything is up to date; 
every one is talking reform every day. 
The newspapers are full of denuncia- 
tions of undesirable citizens and sing 
the praises of public-spirited patriots. 
I wanted to make a clean sweep of 
everything when I got home—revise the 
judicial procedure, elevate the condi- 
tion of the masses by widespread ap- 
plication of social science, put scien- 
tifically trained experts to work in 
every department of the Government, to 
put it on an efficient basis. I was filled 
with the spirit of America, and I talked 
constantly of my plans to my friends 
in power in Pekin. But it was all to 
no purpose. 

“They would say, ‘Yes, by and by we 
can do this,’ or, ‘Yes, a very good idea, 
we Shall try it soon.’ They kept putting 
me off with good excuses, and, after 
six or seven months of vague and far- 
off promises, my enthusiasm became 
damp. After two years in Pekin I 
talked no more. When new people 
came to Pekin, and, influenced by their 
foreign education and ideals, talked re- 
form as enthusiastically as I had done, 
I said, ‘No, this will not do; we cannot 
make these changes.’ Finally, when I 
saw how I was degenerating in the at- 
mosphere of Pekin, I pleaded sickness, 
as SO many of my colleagues have done, 
and ran away. There has been much 
sickness in Pekin lately. Did you no- 
tice it? 

Says Chima Can Learn From Japan. 

Dr. Wu remarked emphatically that 
unless the majority of Government offi- 
clals were young men with big enthusi- 
asms and higher ideals for their coun- 
try there was not much hope for radi- 
cal reform. 

“It ts difficult for this Pekin con- 
servatism to die out,"’ he said. ‘We 
should cut the Gordian knot at once 
and remove the capital from Pekin. Of 
course, the problem has its difficulties. 
There are the legation quarters, with 
their imposing “buildings and barracks, 
a large investment of foreign capital, 
in Pekin. That fact must be taken into 
consideration. But at least the public 
offices and buildings can be. moved 
two or three miles out of Pekin. That 
would be a half measure, but it is bet- 
ter than none. 

“Why can’t we take a lesson from 
Japan?” he asked as he dropped his 
bantering nete for a minute. ‘“‘They 
moved their capital from Kyoto to 
Tokyo #0 years ago. The Japanese peo- 
ple are clever. I advise my country- 
men to take a lesson from my friends 
across the sea.” 

“Tell us,’’ we interrupted eagerly at 
his mention of Japan. ‘““‘What do you 
think of Japan's policy toward China?’ 

‘Tell me,” he inquired turning the 
question, “how do you find the opinion 
about Japan in Pekin?’ 

Of course we answered that there 
were two parties, one that was opposed 
to Japan, and one that felt that as 
China and Japan were such near neigh 
bors friendly relations should exist/be- 
tween them, 
“I stand in the midgle, pesicieall the 
two,’’ Dr. Wu said quickly, as he seized 
his clew. “‘Of course, we do not like the 
kind of bullying that flowers in 21 de- 
mands. How would you like it if a for- 
eign Power with 10 times your military 
and naval strength should insist on es- 
tablishing a proctectorate over Califor- 
nia? Well, we Chinese feel the same way 
about it, but we are helpless. Japan has 
an army and navy. We have none, We 
might as well face facts. It is better 
to have Japan for a friend than an 
enemy.” 

He’s Proud of His Boy. 

“Many of the younger men fee] that 
Japan's intentions are anything but 
friendly,"’ one of us suggested. ‘“‘We met 
many of the younger generation in Pe- 
kin and we were very much impressed 
with your son. We had several interest- 
ing talks with him.’’ 
“He’s a fine boy!’ Dr. Wu glowed 
with a father’s pride. It was with a 
letter from his son, Chao Chhu Wu, that 
we had come to him. Young Mr. Wu is 
one of the most promising men in the 
Waichiao Pu, or Foreign Office of Pe- 
kin. It is said that one of the chief 
reasons for Wu Ting Fang’s golden si- 
le..cy is the fact that he does not wish 
to injure the promising career of hia 
scn.

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COMMITTEE COMES

Arch L. Sims, of Mount Vernon, 
Mo., Believes Millions of 
Others Will Do Same. 


HE CRITICISES HUGHES 


Calls Him Reformer of Local 
Criminal Laws Rather Than 
a Constructive Statesman. 


Arch L. Sims of Mount Vernon, Mo.,

CENTRAL TRUST CO. LIABLE 
IN LORIMER BANK FAILURE 


Court Holds Concern for $1,250,000, 
Amount Used for Capitalizing 
Purposes. 

CHICAGO, July 8.—A decision mak- 
ing the Central Trust Co. of Illinois, 
a Chicago bank, liable for $1,250,000, 
with interest from Oct. 21, 1912, in 
connection with the failure of the La 
Salle Street Trust Savings Bank was 
handed today by Judge Frederick A. 
Smith, in the Circuit Court. On the 
date mentioned, the La Salle institu- 
tion changed from a national to a 
state bank. According to testimony 
William Lorimer, its president, to 
comply with a law requiring that the 
capital and surplus of a state bank 
must be paid in cash, then asked 
Charles G. Dawes, president of the 
Central Trust to cash a check for $1,- 
260,000. 

This, according to the testimony, 
Mr. Dawes agreed to and the Central 
Trust Co. cashed the check, drawn 
on the La Salle Street National 
Bank. The money was given to 
Lorimer and he turned it over to the 
state bank examiner, who gave it 
back to Lorimer with a certificate of 
the bank's incorporation as a state 
bank. Lorimer then returned the 
money to the Central Trust and re- 
celved his check and the La Salle 
Trust and Savings Bank was organ- 
ized. 

This transaction Judge Smith held 
illegal and on it held the Central 
Trust Co. liable. The suit against the 
Central Trust was brought by Wm. 
C. Niblack, receiver of the Lorimer 
bank,

American Flyers in Combat. 

Eventually the promised motor turned 
up and I was whisked off through the 
sunshine to the camp of “Escadrille 1% 
de l’Aviation Francaise,” or, as it is 
more generally called, the American 
Flying Squadron. That was to be my 
first stop on the road to Verdun. Just 
where the Americans are housed one-is 
obviously forbidden to déaclose, but one 
may safely say they ete surrounded 
with comforts, luxuries even, not to be 
scorned even by those among them who 
are the sons of millionaires. 

Their present home is a villa, the 
residence before the war of a great 
French engineer, with hot and cold 
running water, plumbing and a. real 
bathtub—the only one, I was informed, 
within a radius of 2 miles. The house 
is so commodious that most of the 10 
or 12 members of the squadron have 
rooms to themselves. Although only 
one of them, William Thaw III, is of 
commissioned rank, they live as equals, 
no discrimination being made even in 
favor of the French Captain who com- 
mands the corps. (Since Mr. Eyre’s 
visit several promotions have been an- 
nounced.) 

Military orderiies serve them meals

9,000,000 CLUB 


Party Leaders Consider 3 For- 
mer Governors for Nomi- 
nee for President. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 8—One mil- 
lion voters already have been enrolled 
in the “Five Million’ Club projected by 
the Prohibition party and allied organi- 
zations, it was reported today at con- 
vention headquarters here, and it was 
considered probable that thousands of 
the number enlisted who had practical- 
ly deserted the dominant political par- 
ties would attend the national Prohibi- 
tion convention in St. Paul, July 19-21. 

Branches of the organization have 
been established in all parts of the 
country, according to reports received 
here from nationa] headquarters of the 
party. The club at Easton, Md., is cit- 
ed as an instance of the activity of 
those aligned with the movement; ft has 
enrolled 2000 voters. The organization in 
Hartford, Conn., it is said, has enlisted 
more than 200; that at Newbgrg, Ore., 
has in its membership, it is asserted, al- 
most every voter in the precinct. 

The chief objective of the parent or- 
ganization is the enrollment of 5,000,000 
voters from rival parties to obtain na- 
tional prohibition of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants. Religious as 
well as political organizations, civic 
bodes and prominent publicists of the 
United States aided, it was reported, in 
furthering the movement. 

Each of the 1,000,000 said to have been 
enlisted took the following pledge: 

“T will give my vote and support to 
such candidates and party as stand, by 
State and national platform declaration, 
for the prohibition of the liquor traf- 
fic.” 

Discussion began today at national 
headquarters of the possible action of 
the convention in selecting the presi- 
dential candidate of the party. Some of 
the party. leaders were inclined to the 
opinion that the standard bearer would 
be selected from among those new to 
the Prohibition party, recent converts 
to the prohibition movement either as 
a party or in principle, rather than 
from the ranks of the old-time Prohi- 
bitionists. 

In the first category, the new comers 
to the party, the names of three former 
Governors were mentioned frequently: 
J. Frank Hanly of Indianapolis; Eugene 
N. Foss of Boston, and William Sulzer, 
Ne. York. 

Those who inclined to the old line 
candidates brought into the discussion 
the names of Frederick F. Wheeler of 
Los Angeles; Francis E. Baldwin of El- 
mira, N. Y.; W’. G. Calderwood of Min- 
neapolis:; W. P. F. Ferguson of Frank- 
lin, Pa., and Sumner W. Haynes of 
Indiana. 

Among the vice presidential possibil- 
ities were listed Judge Ben B. Lindsey 
of Denver and Frank W. Emerson of 


Los Angeles. 


WOMEN IN FIELD TRYING TO 
HELP SAVE KANSAS CROPS 


Motorists Telt of Seeing Them at 
Work; 40,000 Hands Needed, 
5000 Come in. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 8.—Hundreds of 
women are toiling in the fields to fill the 
gaps in the ranks of labor necessary to 
have the State’s wheat and oats crops, 
which have been ripened in a rush by 
the clear and hot weather of the past 
several days, according to motor car 
tourists and oer travelers arriving 
here. 

One of these travelers stated that dur- 
ing a three-days’ tour he counted 73 
women driving binders, and that. he 
had seen hundreds of women shocking 
wheat and oats. There are in the State 
7,750,000 acres of wheat and nearly 2,000,- 
000 acres of oats, which muat be cut 
within a few days if the crops are to be 
saved in anything like their entirety. 

The labor problem this year is the 
most serious Kansas has ever known 
during its harvest period. It is stated 
that not more than 5000 hands have 
come from the outside, whereas the call 
was for more than 4,000.

Woman’s “Nemark Causes Maimed 
Seldier te Strike Her tin Face. — 

BUDAPEST, July 8—A mutilated sol- 
dier in a tramcar here struck a woman 
passenger across the face, whereupon 
other passengers raised an uproar and 
threatened to do him violence. 
- The soldier explained that he had been 
driven to the act by the woman, whom 
he struck remarking to her companion, 
“We are doing splendidly; if the war 
lasts another five years we shall be 
millionaires several times over,”’ and he 
added: “I have not suffered mutilation 
to make millionaires of heartless wom-

VOICES FOR OPERA 
CHORUS WILL Bt 
TESTED TOMORKGW 


——_— 
Selection of Talent Will Begin 
for Proposed Permanent St. 
Louis Organization. 


The testing of voices for the pro- 
posed permanent grand opera chorus of 
St. Louis singers will begin tomorrow 
under the direction of Giacomo Spadoni, 
assistant director and chorus master of 
the Chicago Grand Opera Company. The 
tests will continue on Tuesday and 
Wednesday in a rehearsal hall to be en- 
gaged in the central uptown district, 
and thereafter daily class sessions will 
begin. Spadoni is due to arrive today 
at the Jefferson Hotel, 
,Membership in the chorus will be free, 
and about 40 female and 30 male singers 
will be selected. In San Francisco, where

@ few years ago, most of the members 
of the chorus were society girls, and 
at the first public performance the un- 
usual spectacle was seen of many of 
the “chorus girls’ rolling up to the opera 
house in their’ automobiles, and the 
stage was swamped with flowers for 
them, quite eclisping the principal stars. 

The plan is to hold the women’s classes 
at 10:30 o’clock in the morning and the 
men’s classes at night. The first opera 
to be studied will be Verdi's “‘Aida,”’ aft- 
er which will follow ‘Il Trovatore,”’ “La 
Gioconda,”’ “‘Martha,”’ Rigoletto,” 
“Cavalleria Rusticana,” ‘“I’ Pagliacci” 
and ‘‘Lohengrin.” The music for ‘‘Aida,”’ 
which will be supplied free, has arrived 
and is ready for distribution. 

The first public appearances of the 
chorus will be in connection with the 
San Carlo Opera Company’s two weeks 
of popular price opera at the Odeon in 
November. In writing to one of the 
sponsors of the movement, Otto H. 
Kahn, head of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company tn New York, said: “I trust 
the new permanent chorus will’ prove 
a great suceess and that your hope of 
its leading to some larger artistic suc- 
cesses may become realized.’’

In England no 
man doubted that Kitchener could car- 
ry to a successful issue anything to 
which he put his hand. And so “Kitch- 
ener’’ became a war-cry, a  battle- 
ground of dispute, his too hurried apo- 
theosis by one party encouraging the 
opposing party to suggest the fallibil- 
ity of this otherwise very useful and 
capable servant of the Crown.

Love of Camera Aids Him. 


Nevertheless, it was the grim and 
scowling face of Kitcnener streaminf, 
on its beam of light to the sheet of 
the cinematograph which filled the pic- 
ture-palace with the loudest, uercest 
and most grateful cheers. 

One of Lord Kitchener’s cousins, 2 
member of the Staffordshire Education 
Committee, has spoken of the’ Field 
Marshal's military beginnings: 


He managed to scramble into Wool- 
wich; he was not high in the lists, 
and no one thought anything about 
him. After leaving Woolwich he got 
his commission in the Royal Engli- 
neers, and. still no one thought 
much about him. He got his first 
move-up in the world when he was 
appointed on the Palestine Survey, 
and here he learned how to man- 
age native soldiers and acquired a 
great deal of that command over 
men which today distinguishes him. 
He got that, his first appointment, 
because some one was wanted to go 
to Palestine and take photographs,

Mr. Clermont. Ganneau, an archaeolo- 
gist who served with Kitchener in the 
Palestine survey, describes him. as :‘‘a 
good fellow in the fullest acceptance of 
the word * * * capable of headstrong 
acts * * * a frank and most outspo- 
ken character with recesses of winsome 
freshness. His high spirits and cheeri- 
ness formed an agreeable contrast to 
the serious, grave character of some of 
hig comrades.’’ After this blow at the 
popular idea, M. Ganneau proceeds: 
“Kitchener's ardor for his work aston- 
ished us. He drew up excellent maps, 
but he did not confine himself to carto- 
graphic labors. Gradually he began to 
~ake an interest in archaeological dis- 
coveries, and acquired in these matters 
a marked proficiency.” 

This last sentence is useful to the stu- 
dent of Kitchener's career; M. Ganneau 
enables us to see that Kitchener from 
the first was a laborious and spertina- 
cious worker. He gradually took an in- 
terest in the real object of the mission, 
and acquired in this entirely new field 
for his energy a proficiency which even 
an expert remarks.

Just as he went to Woolwich a rath- 
er stupid boy, but sticking to his books 
managed to pass the rather difficult ex- 
aminations, so, arriving in. Palestine as 
an amateur photographer in search of 
adventure, he discovered the interest of 
archaeology and settled down to make 
himself an efficient student. The high 
spirits and cheerfulness which M. Gan- 
neau appreciated as a contrast to the 
Stavity of the others were by n2 
means the main characteristics of this 
tall young Englishman who had come 
to Palestine neither to make merry 
nor to meditate, but to get on. 


It is extremely interesting, we think, 
to observe how slowly, -how quietly 
and how growlingly this central passion 
of ambition manifested itself. He came 
to Palestine with a camera; he made 
some excellent maps; he acquired influ- 
ence and power over other men, he be- 
came interested in his work; and he 
became in time commander of the ex- 
Pedition.

This volume (1877-78) is the only one 
which contains many of Lieut. Kitchen.- 
er’s reports, though he had been en- 
gaged on the work with Lieut. C. R. 
Condor, who achieved so great a fame 
in Palestine exploration, since 1874. The 
first is dated from Haiffa, March 6, 1877, 
and describes among other interesting 
incidents his first meeting with the fa- 
mous Abd-el-Kader at Damascus.

Now I venture to say that this taci- 
turnity and severity of Lord Kitchener 
were in the first instance the result of 
anxiety if not actual misgiving. Here 
was a man, not a soldier in the fighting 
sense, at the head of an expedition 
which was to penetrate a waterless des- 
ert, conquer hordes of fanatical Der- 
vishers who had already beaten army 
after army, and to avenge the murder 
of a British hero whose death had 
stirred the whole civilized world. From 
the year 1882, when he went to Egypt 
as second in command of Egyptian cav- 
alry—he was then 32 years of age—to 
the great and culminating year of 1838, 
when he broke the Dervish power and 
restored the Sudan to Egypt, what 
anxiety, what fears, what misgivings 
must have visited his brain. The story 
is told that after the victory at Atbara 
George Steevens visited the headquar- 
ters of the army and congratulated 
Kitchener on his success. ““Thank you,”

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then, the smile leaving his face, he pad 
claimed: “My God, if I had failed. 
We can understand, then, the hard- 
ening of the man and make allow- 
ance for his severity with incompe- 
tent officers. We can understand, too, 
that he would gradually acquire a4 
terrible manner, and that the con- 
stant problems presenting themselves 
to his laborious mind would oust the 
gentler emotions of the human spirit. 
The effect of his presence has been 
well described by an officer in Egypt 
as one of “extreme discomfort.” He 
described the unexpected emergence 
of “the great man” from his tent and 
the feeling that instantly communi- 
cated itself to those in the vicinity: 

I flinched, although I was doing 
ryan | wrong; the subaltern 
stopped talking to me as though 
caught in a theft; a soldier who 
was driving in tent- -pegs dropped 
his tools and began to fumble at 
his buttons; upon al! sides there 
was an instant of extreme dis- 
comfort until the great man went 
in again. 


Roberts Too Humane. 


A lady of quality visited Cairo after 
this campaign and asked that Kitche- 
ner should be presented to her. “Do 
you like Cairo?” he asked her, after an 
awkward pause, and when the lady 
had talked for a considerable time of 
her impressions and adventures, he 
said, “I am glad of that,” and retired 
with a bow. The lady, reporting this 
encounter, ended up with the judg- 
ment, “I never met so stupid a man.” 

His real work in South Africa only be- 
gan after Lord Roberts had taken the 
Boer capital of Pretoria. To catch the 
slippery De Wet and to stamp out the 
last smoldering embers of rebellion was 
the rather dull, exasperating, and yet 
most essential, work which fell to his 
charge. He is said’ to have been an- 
noyed by the too humane tactics of 
Lord Roberts, and, according to some 
people, he would have ended the war 
very much sooner if he had been in su- 
preme command. We only know that 
he did the work entrusted to him with a 
slow and rather lumpish thoroughness, 
“wiping up De Wet,’’ making the way 
of rebels extremely hard, and establish- 
ing the army in South Africa in a man- 
ner which i..ade further rebellion a 
thing not likely to tempt wise and re- 
flective men. It seems to me that a 
kind of contempt characterized Kitch- 
ener’s work in South Africa, and that 
he was glad to get out of a country 
which had for him neither the glory of 
the East nor the comfort of home. a 

It is said that a “Boer Delilah’ who 
tried to captivate Kitchener reported of 
him after her experiment: 

‘That is the most dangerous man in 
Britain. I feel as if I weer within the 
shadow of death when I am near him. 
He is a man for men to conquer. No 
woman can reach him to use him. He 
would read me like an open book in an 
hour, and I believe he would shoot me 
as he would shoot a Kaffir if he caught 
me red-handed. I will try all other 
men, but not that living death’s-head. 
No wonder he conquered Egypt. I 
think he would conquer hades.” No 
doubt the temperament of the lady, 
which accounts for this lurid language, 
also accounts for the effect which she 
supposed Kitchener to, have made upon 
her. Her subjective Kitchener—if she 
ever saw him-—was not the objective 
Kitchener, however alarming that gen- 
tleman may be.. But the story is inter- 
esting as a manifestation of the growth 
of the Kitchener legend. It was in 
South Africa that he refused to hold a 
conversation with a highly explosive 
general over the telephone. “He would 
fuse the wires,’”’ said Kitchener. 


Truth About Row With Curzon. 

Of his famous dispute with Lord Cur- 
zon, widening into a personal quar~el, 
nothing more need be said than this, 
that, while Kitchener stoutly denied a 
wish to set the military power above 
the civil, most people are disposed to 
think that he did not fight his battle in 
in @ monner to convert his critics. 
Kitchener declares that he only wanted 
to be rid of “that worst of military 
faults—a division of authority,” and 
said that he wished to make the In- 
dian army an efficient thing, having 
no relation to any possible or imagin- 
able emergency.”’ But his obstinacy and 
his method of attaining these ends re- 
sulted in the resignation of Lord Cur- 
zon; and very soon after Kitchener left 
India his successor, Sir O’Moore Creagh 
—nicknamed “No More K”—did away 
with many of the innovations which 
Lord Kitchener had taken such elabor- 
ate pains to introduce, 

Before he returned to England in 
1910, after traveling some 70,000 miles 
during his command in India, he vis- 
ited China, Japan, America, New Zea- 
land and Australia. He astonished the 


Japanese by his silence, and delighted 


the Australians by his praise of their 
troops. On his return to England he 
became the center of a political dis- 
pute. Unionists wanted to see him at 
the War Office; a Liberal Government, 
satisfied with. the very excellent work 
being done at the War Office, offered 
him the post of High Commissioner of 
the Mediterranean. Kitchener accepted 
this appotmmtment, but resigned it be- 

ing office. Tory and Radical 

at each other over this incident 

r a number of rather tiresome weeks. 

In 1911 Kitchener was made British 
agent in Egypt. His work there was 
to carry on the Cromer tradition, but 
he instituted several reforms which 
have contributed very materially to 
the prosperity of the Sudan. He 
showed little sympathy to the Nation- 
alists of Egypt, ruling by the power 
of the Big Stick, and he was in con- 
sequence more unpopular with Egyp- 
tian politicians than any of his pre- 
decessors. It is a pity that lack of 
imagination has marred his otherwise 
most remarkable contribution to the 
prosperity of modern Egypt. 

He was in England at the time 
when Germany was beginning her 
fateful challenge of the world. Im- 
mediately the Unionists clamored thai 
he should be appointed to the War 
Office, then in charge of the Prime 
Minister, but the Liberals made no 
move in this direction. The clamor 
grew louder the more the menace 
of Germany came home to men's 
minds, and at last the Government 
yielded. Why they yielded we sfall 
say in the next chapter. Lord Kitch. 
ener, who was staying with his 
cousin, Mr. Mullins, "Squire of Ring- 
wood, near Kingsdown, was actually 
motoring to catch the steamer at 
Dover when the message came which 
called him to the War Office.

Disease Spreads to 18 States— 
Government Health Experts 
Lay Out Work. 


TO INVESTIGATE CARRIERS 
Monkeys From South America 


to Be Asked for to Aid 
Experiments. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 8—The toll of the 
infantile paralysis epidemic for the 24 
hours ending at 10 o’clock this morning 
was 9% new cases and 18 deaths in New 
York City. This makes a total of 892 

victims of the didease and 265 dead. 

Assistant Surgeon-General W. C.- 
Rucker of the United States Public 
Health Service reached New York, and 
with Surgeon C. H. Lavinder arranged 
with Health Commissioner Emerson to 
begin an immediate fight against the 
interstate spread of the epidemic and to 
discover the mediums through which it 
is carried. Reports received in New 
York indicate that the disease has al- 
ready found root in 18 states. 

The forces of 14 New York City depart- 
ments and civic organizations were 
mobilized with the staffs of 10 additional 


contagion and care for those already 
stricken. 

Plans were formed to turn, if neces- 
sary, a portion of the immigrant station 
at Ellis Island into a hospital for 600 
victims, with nurses provided by the 
American Red Cross. 

To Call Out League. 

Acting Police Commissioner Godley an- 
nounced that he would for the first 
time call into operation the forces of 
the Home Defense League, which was 
organized by Commissioner Woods to 
serve in times of emergency. It has 
10,000 members pleged to aid in any civic 
or semi-police work the Commissioner 
of Police may demand of them. 

Children continue to flock from the 
city. to country places. where their 
parents believe they will be safe. Re- 
ports of railroads today indicated that 
from 10,000 to 20,000 were leaving every 
day. At the Grand Central Terminai 
the number handled today was placed 
at 4000, and 3000 were said to have gone 
over the Ontario & Western and 3000 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Probably the most important single 
factor in the situation was the entrance 
into the fight of the Government ex- 
perts, headed by Dr. C. S. Lavinder. 
With him will be Past Assistant Sur- 
geon J. K. Leake, Surgeon Edward 
Francis, Past Assistant Surgeon John 
R. Ridlon, Assistant Surgeon Joseph 
Wilson and one other. 

Their work was outlined at the con- 
ference between Dr. Emerson and As- 
sistant Surgeon-General Rucker, after 
which Dr. Rucker hurried back to 
Washington to assume charge of the 
nation-wide aspects of the task. 

Explains Government's «Plans. 

Just what the Government is plan- 
ning to do was explained by Dr. Ruck- 
e: before he went, the work being di- 
vided, into two parts, one affecting the 
city and the other the country. Asa dl- 
rect relief to the city hospitals the 
Government has turned over a part of 
the quarantine station on Swinburne 
Island, which has facilities for the im- 
mediate care of 20 patients and accom- 
modations for as Many more after suf- 
ficient nurses and doctors shall have 
been provided. The Government will 
here do all the diagnostic work for 
Staten Island and will take care of the 
Richmond County patients. 

The Federal Government will then co- 
operate with the experts of the local 
Health Department’in search for some 
means of identifying the carriers by 
which the contagion may make a na- 
tion-wide sweep. To provide facilities 
for this work, the Government is ar- 
ranging for the immediate shipment of a 
cargo of monkeys from South America, 
believing they can get here quicker than 
the 100 monkeys now in the Philippines 
which have just been released for the 
Rockefeller Institute. 

Questions to Be Answered. 

In searching for the carriers of the 
scourge, the Government, Dr. Rucker 
said, will attempt to answer he fol- 
lowing questions: 

How long does a person who is a 
“paralysis carrier’’ remain one? 

How long before a person who has 
been exposed to the disease loses his 
power to transmit it to others? 

How long does a person who has had 
the disease and wholly or partly re- 
covers retain his infectiveness? 

“The Government,” Dr. Rucker said, 
“will also take up the question of ani- 
mal carriers. It will investigate dogs, 
cats and all sorts of household pets, rats, 
mice and vermin in an effort to learn 
whether all or any of them may not 
have part in the spread of the disease.”

TRAINS ARE WATCHED 


Three Physicians and Two 
Nurses Examine Babies Ar- 
riving at Union Station. 


Seven cases diagnosed as infantile 
paralysis have been reported in ter- 
ritory lying close to St. Louis, and 
the Health Department has taken ex- 
traordinary measures to prevent, if 
possible, such a spread of the con- 
tagion in this city as has afflicted 
cities in the East. 

All children, under 12 years who 
came into Union Station on ‘trains 
from the East, were subjected to a 
careful examination yesterday, but 


in 65 examinations, made up to 6 p. 
m., not one suspicious case was found. 
The seven diagnosed instances are: 


A 22-year-old daughter of Edward 


Burkhart, a farmer living in an iso- 
lated country district near Fenton, 
Mo. This is the most recent case 
reported. 

Josephine Clark, 2% years old, 
daughter of Fdward Clark, 507 North 
Thirty-seventh street, East St. Louis. 

Her sister, Virginia Clark, 6 months 
old. 

A 6-year-old daughtes of George 
Kienzle in the ¢€700 block on Comfort 
avenue, Maplewood. 

A 2-year-old child of Marcel Boyer, 
514 North Thirty-seventh street, East 
St. Louis. 

Leslie, year-old son of Frank Ash- 
craft, 21 Lebanon avenue, Belleville. 

A l-year-old son of J. B. Teben- 
hoff, Belleville. 

Three Physicians at Station. 

Dr. C. M. Woodruff, chief diagnosti- 
cian of the Health Department: Dr. 
Maurice Thompson and Dr. M, Pinckney 
Morrell had charge of the examinations 
at Union Station. They were assiste( 
by two nurses and four policemen. An 
emergency hospiti! was established first 
under the stairway at the Market street 
entrance, and later on the second floor 
waiting room. 

When each train from the East dis- 
charged its passengers all children u - 
der 12 were segregated. Their parents 
usually were alarmed at first, but in 
all cases readily assented to an exami- 
nation when its purpose was explained. 

Each ehild’s ten.perature was takers. 
Orders were that in any case where a 
teniperature of more than 100 degrees 
was found the child should be taken im- 
mediately to an isolation hospital for 
further examination unless its parents 
could produce railway tickets to show 
they were stopping between trains or 
else lived in St. Lows. If they lived in 
St. Louis the child was to be followed 
to its home and arrangements were to 
be made for a further examination there 
by Health Department officers. 

Tt was also understood that there 
should be a close scrutiny of any case 
of sickness among adults. No cases of 
such emergency developed. The au- 


thorities were talking last night of a 


plan to station a physician or, at least, 
a policeman, at the Washington Avenue 
Station, to make sure that no chilé left 
a train before it reached Union Station. 
Requests State Aid. 

Dr. R. X. MeCracken, Health Com- 
missioner of East St. Louis, yesterdav 
asked the Illinois State Board of Health 
for an inspector to help in an effort to 
prevent a spread of the disease. The 
East Side Health Department with- 
held an announcement of the three 
cases discovered there until their exist- 
ence had become known through out- 
side sources. Dr. McCracken explained 
that this action was taken through a 
fear of unnecessarily alarming the pub- 
lic. All three cases are said to be mild. 

Dr. Garnett Jones, Health Commis- 
sioner of Maplewood, said that while the 
people of his town were not “excited,” 
many were alarmed and between 4 and 
50 persons, mostly women, had called 
upon him for advice. 

He said he had “regretfully’’ advised 
them not to allow their children to at- 
tend Sunday schools, picnics and other 
places where children gather, and had 
suggested that they keep their children 
on their own premises for a while at 
least. 


The Belleville Board of Health met at 
5 p. m. to talk over the situation and 
ordered that the two homes where the 
disease has appeared in that ‘city be 
quarantined. The board also taiked over 
tentative plans for starting a general 
fly-swatting campaign in the city.

T0 DRIVEN SHEEP 


Says “Pitiable Figure We Have 
Been Cutting Hurts Us in 
Foreign Estimation.” 


ASSAILS WAR PARTY 


Demands That ‘Veil Be Torn 
From Nation’s Eyes So People 
Can Determine Fate.’’

LONDON, July 8.—‘‘What is hurting 
us in foreign estimation is the pitiable 
figure we have been cutting for two 
years, of a nation driven like sheep be- 
fore the shepherd's crook. Right and 
left our enemies are harking for a sign 
that German nations will accept peace, 
but you can hear it nowhere. If they 


could we would be near that peace 
which today seems possible and which 
only a miracle can improve.” 

In this, perhaps the boldest language 
uttered publicly in Germany since the 
war began, Maximilian Harden in the 
Zukunft defiantly assails the war pasty 
for insisting upon keeping the country 
deaf and dumb on the question of the 
conduct and acts of the war. The ar- 
ticle is entitled, ‘““‘Those who ‘are unde>-- 
ground,” by whom, of course, Harden 
means the classes and masses who for- 
cibly are prevented from giving utter- 
ance to their thoughts upon the present 
and future of the country. 

Passages From Outburst. 

These are the most striking passages 
of an altogether remarkable outburst: 

“Our war zealots say the foe hasn't 
been forced to conclude peace, but is 
beaten. Who is beaten? Is England 
beaten? Is France, who has maintained 
her main positions since Sept., 1914? Is 
Russia, after having accomplished such 
victories as she has in Armenia and Ga- 
licia? By propagating such fiction our 
national strength is lamed, strength 
which for both offense and defense we 
still shall require in all human calcula- 
tion for a very long time to come. 

“Our enemies are ready; so are we. 
Therefore, after the exhibition of their 
strength just given, they might, without 
numiliation, make up accounts and look 
for a straight line toward peace. But 
we Germans must not believe they will 
do that. Everywhere in Germany we 
hear that France, being exhausted, pre- 
fers humiliation to another winter cam- 
paign, and, whatever happens, will sur- 
render before the winter. This is just 
as true as the talk about Germany 
drumming blind and lame men into the 
army, while we still have at home at 
least 30 army corps and 600,000 recruits 
every year. 

"The war party blandly proclaims as 
an absolute ceraainty that which still 
remains to be proved. This is what I 
say to the war party: If you want final- 
ly to wake up, then rub your eyes and‘ 
read Bismarck and the Emperor Fred- 
erick. Their wars hardly had any re- 
semblance to ours. You want the coun- 
try to believe we Germans are a holy 
nation of heroic and invincible angels, 
surrounded by murderers, thugs and 
vipers. You propagate a myth that 
with the exception of our own allies the 
world consists of a brood of hell and of 
sordid, mercenary vampires. Such a 
state of things never has been; such a 
pest of humanity as your hallucinations 
conjured up. never was; such a super- 
human victory as you hope for never 
occurred; no nation would tolerate it 
and to none would it bring blessings on 
which it could thrive and only at the 
cost of its own destruction would one 
group overthrow another. 

War Should Cleanse Earth. 

‘'We Germans can be satisfied with the 
sucess of the war if it also cleanses the 
earth of soils, long diseased with 
swamps of hate and envy, and if it con- 
verts the once poisonous terrain into a 
healthy workplace for free humans ex- 
isting and creating by their own good 
rights and inspiring for that reason by 
determination to respect the rights of 
those around them. A nation struggling 
in perpetual terror for its very life will 
not find it easy to consider calmly what 
the real values are. Woe to him who 
in a reckless intoxication makes the 
struggle still more difficult. He is bur- 
dening himself with a responsibility be- 
neath which on the day of reckoning 
he will totter and collapse. 

‘‘Tear the veil from the nation’s eyes 
and let those who are giving their blood 
and will give their treasure determine 
their fate in freedom. Don't quarrel 
about a sort of crook the shepherd 
ought to carry in order to better drive 
his flock before him. Rather wean your- 
selves and your wives and children from 
the slothful habit of enternally remain- 
ing in the flock of dumb-driven cattle.”

Rich Members of A Squadron 
Cross From East St. Louis 
in Taxicabs. 


CABARETS

LOOK FOR 


The first of three trains carrying A 
Squadron, First New York Cavalry, a 
command noted for the wealth and 


social position of some of its members,: 


arrived in East St. Louis at ll o'clock 
last night, on ‘its way from New York 
to the Mexican border. The squadron 
number 500 men. 

Some 60 of the cavalrymen hurried 


Eads Bridge, in taxicabs and 


Street cars, and most of them went im- 
inediately to the Jefferson and Planters 
Hotels. Their train was due to leave 
the North St. Louis yards at 3 a m., 
and in the interyal, some of the troop- 
ers sought a barber's chair, some ¢n- 
joyed cooling and cheering drinks, and 
some inquired where a lively cabaret 
was to be found. But they all joined in 
demanding one thing. That was a bath. 


On Road 52 Hours. 

They had been on the road more 
than 52 hours, having left Van Court- 
landt Park, their camping ground, at 
6:30 TRursday evening, and though 
Such time, between New York and 
St. Louis, spells a very slow schedule, 
the men had not stopped anywhere 
long enough to bathe. 

The hotel Turkish bath rooms could 
accommodate but few of the men, 
and the others were directed to 
rooms with baths. At the Jefferson 
the manager told the cavalrymen 
that the rooms and baths were at 
their service without charge. At the 
Planters they paid for the rooms. 

“Some beer!” was the order of a 
number of the men who entered the 
Planters bar a half-hour before the 
time for applying the Sunday lid. 
When they asked as to cabaret shows 
it was necessary to tell them that 
such attractions were not to be 
found downtown in summer. This 
seemed to distress some of the 
younger men. 

The other cavalrymen, who chose to 
remain nearer their cars, ate a late 
supper at the Relay wepot in East St. 
Lcuis. Some of the officers had to 
look after the feeding of their stock, 
which was the chief reason for the 
long stop on the East Side. The train 
came in over the Big Four, and was 
scheduel to’ depart over the M., K. & 
T., making the transfer in the North 
St. Louis yards. 


Two Other Trains Follow, 

Two other trains of A Squadron were 
due to follow the first one, at inter- 
vals of about three hours each. The 
trains number 18 to W cars each. 

A Squadron consists of A, B, C and 
D Troops, and a machine gun troop of 
91 men, with eight guns. ' Don Mor- 
rison Kelley, son of a New York banker, 
and a grandson of Mrs. J. L. D. Morri- 
son, veteran St. Louls society leader, 
is amember of C Troop. 

The first train carried C and D Troops, 
and its total load was 20 men, 4 
horses, two transport wagons and two 
motor trucks. The cars occupied by the 
men were day coaches, and some of the 
troopers declared the cars were used for 
hauling Lincoln's 300,000 volunteers in 
Civil War days. 


Some Slept On Floor. 
““Not less than 16 of us sleep on the 
floor every night,” said this member. 
“Otherwise, we are very comfortable” 

One youth, who was sweeping out 
one of the day coaches while the train 
stopped in the yards, said he was M. 
Lazo, and that his father was a former 
iminister to Guatemala. He said ne 
was a Cornell student, and that he had 
just acquired a fine yacht, in which he 
would have spent the summer if tis 
President and country had not needed 
him. One of those enjoying day coach 
luxuries on the way to the border, he 
said, was Howard Taft, a nephew of

THROWING BOY IN 


Large Crowd Attends Exercises 
at Christening of South Side 
Recreation Place. 


The new South Side open-air swim- 
ming pool, at Osage street and Michi- 
gan avenue, was formerally opened 
to the public yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of city officials and a 
large crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren. 

The pool was christened ‘“Mar- 
quette Pool,” commemorating the 
achievements of Father Marquette, 
the Jesuit explorer. More than 500 
school children sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner’ dyring the chris- 
tening ceremony, ad immediately 
after 600 boys and girls were admit- 
ted to the pool. 

The opening exercises began at 
2:15 o'clock with a march of mem- 
bers of the Tenth Ward Improvement 
Association, under whose auspices 
the program was given, and men, 
women and children from the Froebel 
School recreation grounds, Nebraska 
avenue and Chippewa street. The 
procession was headed by the South- 
western Turnverein Bugle Corps. 

At the pool the program was given 
with H. C. Koenig as master of cere- 
montes. There were six speakers, in- 
cluding Mayor Kiel, after which a 
flag was presented to the Mayor by 
the association. Then came a flag 
raising, and the formal christening. 
Mayor Kiel opened the pool by toss- 
ing Bussie Ried, a boy swimmer, into 
the pool. The program was conclud- 
ed with the crowd singing “America.” 

Fifteen minutes elapsed between 
the closing exercises and time ap- 
pointed to open the gates imiding in 
check the great crowd of expectant 
young persons clad in bathing suits, 
during which time expert divers and 
swimmers from other St. Louls pools, 
including the municipal life guards, 
gave an exhibition of fancy diving. 

At 4:40 o'clock. Parx Commissioner 
Cunliff gave the signal to open the 
gates, and a shout that could be 
heard for blocks went up as the boys 
and girls raced for the water. In 
their anxiety to test the qualities of 
the pool, the swimmers almost upset 
the camera and moving picture men. 
After an hour of this sport the first 
lot got out and made way for 600 
more, and when the second allotment 
had cooled off sufficiently another 
crowd was admitted. 


When completed Marquette Pool 
will have eost the city $60,000. To 
date $14,000 has been expended. The 
two-story locker house, which will 
algo contain shower baths, will cost 
$40,000, it is estimated, and a white 
Sand beach in contemplation will 
cogt $1000. The pool proper is prac- 
tically complete, with @ diving place 
of many heights in the center. 

Other pools ana bathing places 
operated by the city are at Seventh 
and Soulard, Tenth and Mullanphy, 
and the pool for negroes at Garrison 
and Lucas. All except the Soulard 
and negro pools are open-air places. 
There also are three bath houses— 
No. 1 at Tenth and Carr, No. 2 on Sou- 
lard, near the pool, and No. 3 at Twen- 
ty-third and O’Falion. 

Commissioner Cunliff said that as 
there were no facilities for privacy 
in dressing, men and women would 
net be permitted in the Marquette 
Pool together, but when the new 
looker house Is built this may be ar- 
ranged. 

The pool will be open every after- 
noon and night, from 1 to § o'clock, 
excepting Wednesday, on which day 
it will be emptied, cleaned and re- 
filled. It requires two and one-half 
millions gallons of water, at a cost 
of $72, to fill the pool, or enough 
water to supply a town of 8000 in- 
habitants for one week,

strength of nearly 76,000 men will 
be constantly maintained when the 
system is in full working order. 

Much attention is being given just 
now to the effect of the~order di- 
recting that members of the national 
guard who have dependent families 
be discharged. Under the terms of 
the order, i: is optional whether de- 
partment commenders issue only a 
release from Federal service or a 
formal discharge which would nulli- 
fy the soldier’s enlistment contract 
with the state from which he came 
as well, and strike him off the na- 
tional guard rolls altogether. No 
statement has been issued by the 
War Department as to the course to 
be followed.

Russian assarits northwest of Buc- 
zacz in Galicia also were fruitless, and 
in Volyhnia the Germans. gained advan- 
tages south of Lutsk, 

The withdrawal of Teutonic lines 
along the bend of the Styr River in 
Vollynia, where the advanced posi- 
tions were exposed to pressure from 
notably superior hostile ferces, was 
announced in the Austro-Hungarian 
report of July 7, received here today. 
The official statement says: 

“Austro-Hungarian troops fighting 
along the bend of the Styr, opposed for 
four weeks past to hostile forces 
which have increased from threefold 
to fivefold superiority, received yes- 
terday an order to withdraw their 
most advanced lines which were ex- 
posed to a double outflanking move- 
ment. Assisted by the co-operation of 
German troops west of Kolki and by 
the heroic action of the Polish Legion 
near Kaloda, the movement Was exe- 
cuted undisturbed by the enemy. 

“In the dstrict of Ikva Springs, the 
enemy artillery shelled an Austro-Hun- 
garian field hospital, although it was 
most clearly marked as such. 

“Tf such breaches of the law of na- 
tions are repeated we shall direct our 
guns against the monastery of Novo- 
Poczayev, which has been spared most 
carefully during almost one year’s oc 
cupation. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS — 
NEARING KOVEL 


Petrograd Reports Capture 
Several Villages West of 
Czartorysk. 


PETROGRAD, July 8—Today’s offi- 
cial statement recording additional 
progress for the Russian troops, says: 

“In the region of the Lower Styr, west 
of the Czartorysk sector, we are cloge- 
ly pressing the enemy. After the bat- 
tle yesterday we occupied the Gore- 
dck-Manevichi station, on the Okonsk- 
Zagoroxka-Gruziatyn line. In yester- 
day’s combats 75 officers and 2000 men 
were taken prisoner in the sene of the 
railway line and in the Grusiatyn re- 
gion. 

“In the region of Optevo a great num- 
ber of Austrians were sabred during 
pursuit of the enemy after a cavalry 
clarge. More than 600 men, five cannon, 
six machine guns and three machine 
gun detachments with cemplete eguip- 
ment were captured. 

According to the latest information we 
have occupied the villages of Letchniev- 
ke. and Griva, north of the market town 
of Gorodok and 10 kilos from the Stok- 
hod River. 

“East of. Monasterzyska (Galicia) we 
took possession of the village of Gre- 
gorov, carrying off more than 1000 prie- 
oners,”’ 

“South of the upper Stokhed and in 
the northern sector of the Galician front 
there was nothing except artillery 
actions, and the battle which continues 
in the region of the village of Dubovya 
Kortchoy. On the front of the River 
Koropicot there was intense firing and 
counter attacks by Austrians and Ger- 
mans. Im the region of the market

A., who succeeded to the command 
after the disqualification of Col. P. J.

The Third struck camp at 3 p. m. in 
the most impressive and orderly man- 
ner of any regiment that has gone out.

The lights 
that gleamed over the hill and the 
gongs and souts and myriad noises of 
happy youth going a-soldiering are 
gone. Tonight all of that is on the 
trains speeding the Missourians south 
to join their comrades at Brigadier- 
General Clark’s headquarters. One of 
the National Guard officers remaining 
here is Adjutant-General O'Meara, who 
regretfully bade good-by to the last 
of the militiamen. 

Motion pictures showing the activi- 
tles of Camp Clark from first to last, 
were completed today by W. B. Strang, 
a wealthy Kansas Cityan, who has 
made the cinema his hobby. The 
flm of the First Regiment eén- 
training was the best made of 
any regiment, Strang said. Altogether.

HUNDREDS VIEW 
BODY OF WOMAN 
SLAIN IN HOTEL 


Continuous Line at Morgue, but 
No One Can _ Establish 
Identification. 


Hundreds of men and women, form- 
ing a continuous line, yesterday visited 
the morgue and viewed the body of the 
young woman who was murdered Fri- 
day in the Pontiac Hotel, Nineteenth 
and Market streets. No one was able 


to identify the body, and several sug- 
gestions, which were followed up by 
policemen, were proven to be incor- 
rect. 

There was an equal lack of any defi- 
nite information as to the identity of 
the man who went to the hotel with the 
woman Thursday afternoon, and who is 
supposed to have fired the shot that 
killed her as she lay asleep Friday 
morning. 

Richard D. Harrison, one of the pro- 
prietors of an automobile equipment 
store at 1814 Chestnut street, told po- 
licemen last night of a visit made to his 
store at 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon 
by a man, who asked permission to 
leave a suit case and a traveling bag, 
the suit case having two umbrellas 
strapped to it. The man said he had 
gone to a hotel near Union Station, but 
that he would not “stand for’’ the ho- 
tel’s charge of $1 for a room, as he 
had formerly rented a room in the 
same hotel for 75 cents. An hour later, 
Harrison said, the man returned and 
took the hand baggage away. 

Harrisc a viewed the suit case and tra\- 
eling bag and an umbrella which were 
left in the room with the murdered 
woman, and said he believed they were 
the ones he saw. He also thought the 
imitation Panama hat, left in the room, 
was the one which the man wore. He 
described the man as 37 to 4 years old, 
smooth shaven and good looking. 

The man was described by employes 
of the hotel as having a very red face 
and as being about 5 feet 8 inches tall 
and weighing about 150 pounds. He 
wore a black sack suit. and when he left 
the hotel he had on a fedora hat, having 
left the straw hat in his room. He 
wrote on the hotel register, when he ar- 
rived there with the woman late Thurs- 
day afternoon, ‘“‘Charles LL. Chambers 
and wife.”’ and he mentioned changes 
which had been made in the hotel since 
he was there “two years ago.”” The em- 
ployes did not remember his previous 
visit. | 

The only distinctive marks found in 
the woman's effects were the letter H, 
stitched inside the collar of her night- 
gown, and a laundry mark on a bunga- 
low apron, which was read by some of 
those examining it as “‘Dr. A. H.”" and 
by others as “Dr. A. K."" The man’s 
straw hat and the woman's hat, shoes 
and watch, bore the imprint of the re- 
tail stores where they were sold, but all 
were of staple kinds, such as are sold 
t» cash customers without inquiry as to 
their names, and the dealers said it 
would be Impossible to trace these par- 
ticular articles. 

One of two $10 bills in the woman's 
handbag, a banknote, attracted atten- 
tion from the fact that the signatures 
of the president and cashier were lack- 
ing. The bank was the First National 
of Urbana, Tl. A Post-Dispatch re- 
porter called the bank's cashier by long- 
distance telephone, and the cashier said 
the signatures sometimes disappeared 
when money is run through a wringer 
in the washing process, used in sub- 
treasuries. He said no Dill, to his 
knowledge, had ever gone out of the 
bank without the proper signatures, and 
that no theft of bills had ever occurred 
there. The serial number of this bill 
was A808,402B. 

A fact connected with the probable 
motive for the crime developed with the 
discovery, made in' the autopsy, that 
the woman was in a delicate condition, 
though this condition had not existed 
very long. 

The woman was 27 to 30 years old, 
about 5 feet 7 Inches tali and weighed 
about 130 pounds.

REORGANIZATION INVESTIGATED 


California Railroad Commission Wants 
to Sel Why It Should 
WCost $2.500,000. 

SAN FRANCISCO. July 8.—The Cali- 
fornia Railroad Commission began an 
investigation today to ascertain why 


reorganization of the Western Pacific 
Railway should cost $2,500,000, of which 
$402,500 is called for in cash. The in- 
vestigation is incidental to a hearing 
before the commission for its approval 
of a proposed bond issue of $20,000,000 
and stock issues at $75,000,000 by the 
Western wsacific Railroad Co., which 
bid in the road 10 days ago for $18,000,- 
000 after it had been in receiver’s hands 
since March. 1915. 

The commission's attention was at- 
tracted first to the claim of John 8. 
Partridge for $172,000 for legal services tu 
the receivers, Warren Olney Jr. and 
Frank D. Drumm. John F. Bowie, at- 
torney for the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, testified that the whole legal staff 
of the Western Pacific for the same pe- 
riod, more than a year, had cost only 
$25,000.

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BUICK HEIRS OBJECT 
T0 FEES CHARGED 
BY ADMINISTRATOR

George B. Webster Also Wrong- 


fully Claimed Premiums on 
Bond, It Is Charged. 


Objections were filed yesterday in:the 
Probate Court to fees and premiums 
charged against the estate of the late 
Ralph S. Buck, stove manufacturer, in 
favor of George B. Webster, adminis 
trator pendente lite of the property. 
The total amount charged in this way 


is $10,851.66, of which $8445.41 is for com- 
missions to Webster as administrator 
since 1911 and $2406.26 for premiums on 
his official bond. 

The objectors are Mrs. Carrie Buck 
Richards and Mrs. Lillie B. Avis, sisters 
of Ralph Buck and principal benefic- 
faries under his will. They are represent- 
ed by Attorneys Charles M. Polk and 
James A. Waechter. 

Webster's final settlement, filed June 
23, shows he has on hand belonging to 
the estate assets with a face value of 
$93, 262.89. 

Pay Fixed by Law. 

According to counsel the law fixes the 
pay of an administrator at 5 per cent 
of the amount disbursed. Based on a 
valuation of $93,262.89, the charge for 
commissions is excessive, they say. 

The bond premiums should not be 
charged against the estate when an ad- 
ministrator receives commissions for his 
services, but should be paid for by him, 
counsel say. The Court is asked to re- 
duce the commissions and to eliminate 
the bond charges. 

Another objection is based upon the 
report by Webster that he has among 
the assets notes totaling $6000 which are 
secured by deeds of trust. ‘It is alleged 
he invested in deeds of trust without 
proper warrant, and the heirs object to 
the deeds being delivered to them. 
They say they want the cash. 

Webster was appointed adminis- 
trator by Probate Judge Holtcamp, 
after Stephen Bufck, a brother of the 
testator, filed suit to set aside the 
will. The authority of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., appointed executor 
in the will, was revoked by the Pro- 
bate Court's action. Recently the 5Su- 
preme Court decided against Stephen 
Buck in the will contest, and the 
temporary administrator is now ready 
to turn back the assets to the orig!- 
nal executor for distribution to the 
beneficiaries. 

Denies Charges Are Too High. 

Webster, talking to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, denied that the 
charges for commission were too 
high. He said he has been handling 
the estate five years and that it had 
entailed much work. He said the ad- 
ministrator pendente lite stands in 
the same relation as a receiver and 
is entitled to 5 per cent commissions 
and such allowances as the Court 
may make to compensate for his 
work. The Court fixed these allow- 
ances, he said. 

In regard to value of an estate, 
Webster said, an administrator re- 
ports only on the face value of as- 
sets such as stocks, bonds and other 
securities. Their actual value may 
be several times greater, he said. 
He declared that the actual value of 
the Buck estate was about $250,000. 
He denied that he acted without au- 
thori'y in investing in deeds of trust, 
which, he says, are perfectly goo. 
He said he did nothing without first 
obtaining an order of court. 

Webster also said it was proper 
for him to assess the estate for the 
premiums on his bond. He said that 
ordinarily this charge could not be 
made, but that the Supreme Court 
had held that an administrator pen- 
dente lite was different from another 
administrator, and could make such 
charge. His bond was $400,000.

Left Handers Fig 
Very Successful 


In Tennis World 


Wright, Brookes and Davis Were 


Among Greatest Players 
in Sport. 


NEW YORK, July 8.—The left-handed 
athlete is generally regarded with sus- 
picion. 

There was a time when baseball mana- 
gers made a subtle distinction between 


‘‘pitchers’’ and ‘‘southpaws.”’ The latter 
were considered freaks of nature; use- 
ful, perhaps, because of their physical 
monstrosity, but mentally unsound, to 
Say the least. 

Left-handedness, not in batting but in 
throwing a baseball, was for years re- 
garded as a moral and spiritual weak- 
ness, an evidence of unstable character 
and undependable eccentricity. 

In tennis, however, the c@se has been 
quite different. A goodly number of first- 
class tennis players have been left-handera, 
without ever arousing any eo of men- 
tal or physical deficiency. In fact, two of 
the brainiest champions in the history of 
the game—Beals right and Norman : 
Brooks—were both southpaws. 

As a rule, the left-handed tennis player 
shows & tendency toward hard hitting. This 
was well exemplified in the case of the 
frees Dwight F. Davis, donor of the Davis 
‘up and a member of America’s most fa- 
mous doubles team, the Ward-Davis combi- 
nation. 

Left-handers have been invariably success- 
ful as doubles players. There is a reason 
for this in the fact that when they are 
paired with right-handed players the combi- 
Nation can cover more ground without be- 
ing forced into back-handed strokes. 

Among the new stars of the port-side 
swing the Californian, R. Lindley Murray, 
is the most prominent. He has more than 
carried out the traditions of pace and energy 
oe to left-handed tennis. 

During the last two seasons still another 
hard-hiting southpaw has joined the ranks 
of the tennis elect. His name is §8. ow- 
ard Voshell, and when he is feeling aly 
erly ambitious no right-handed gentleman in 
the game can make the white Dall level) 
with greater speed.

Present World’s Champion Is 
About, the Only Fighter, Re- 
gardless of Size, Who Appears 
to Have Anything ‘‘on” the 
Indianapolis “Giant Killer.’’

FTER an era of six-foot masto- 

donic champions and white hopes, 
the mind grasps but slowly the idea 
that a 165-pound man might wh, 
and successfully defend against all 
co-rers, the honors of a world’s cham- 
pion fighter. 


Sheer bulk, like that owned by the 
Willards, Morrises and other 20- 
pounders, seems to carry with it an 
impression of invincibility.

regattas. It would be a 
thing lots of ways, and if there is a) 
growing feeling against the commercial 
element in rowing, observation trains, 
and things of that sort, why here would 
be the opportunity to root it out.’’

This is kingpin of all sports. 


When Chris Smith of Algonac 
invented the hydroplane_ that 
made its speed by staying out of 
the water, he invented about ail 
the thrills and sensations that 
can be crowded into any one day 
without spilling over. 

Smith’s idea was that a boat 
would go very fast if it didn’t 
touch the water. He .built a boat 
with planes so arranged that 
when driven at high speed it 
would actually rise above the 
surface, leaving only the propel- 
ler submerged. Once in the air 
it would take a‘sudden shoot for 
50 feet or so, drop into the water 
and instantly rise again. In 
smooth water, or water with a 
little ripple, this boat traveled 


in a series of leaps, like a gallop- . 


ing horse or a flat stone skipping 
across a pond. The spurts when 
the boat was in the air and the 
ropeller in the water gave it 
remendous speed. Other hydro- 
planes had always run high, but 
with part of the boat touching 
the surface of the water. “Skin 
friction” water resistance 
held them back. In perfectly 
smooth water the leaping boat 
riding as a merry- 
ut when the wind 
a little sea the thrills 
began. 6 leaping. boat turned 
into a bucking broncho of the 
seas. 

Not even a bucking “bronc” 
ever performed such a variety of 
tricks as a 20-foot leaping hydro- 

lane. A little swell from a tug- 

oat or an excursion steamer 
makes the plane leap until even 
the propeller is sometimes three 
or four feet above the water. 
Then the boat sails through the 
air from 50 to 70 feet before it 
comes down to the water again. 
And if it happens to alight upon 
the risine side of a wave it takes 
another wild leap. A series of five 
or six leaps keeps the helmsman 
as busy as a man who has stepped 
on a. bee's nest, 


6 Gam varying slants of the 

waves gives the skipping 
hydroplane a_i violent twist at 
every jump, hurling the helms- 
man from side to side. The boat

WASHINGTON, July 8&—The fallacy 
of supplanting a “‘pinch pitcher for a 
pinch hitter’’—who seldom pinches a hit 
—on the supposition that he will win a 
game—has been demonstrated more than 
once. 

Here is a pitcher who has the oppo- 
site team at a standstill as far as run- 
getting is concerned. He is taken out 
on the assumption that a pinch hitter 
who takes the winning pitcher's turn at 
the bat will win the game, but who 
invariably fails nine times out of 10. A 
new pitcher now comes into the game 
who is generally wild or hit easily, 
thereby losing the game. This act on 
part of the managers with diminutive 
brains the writer has seen for the last 
two or three years on the ball field. 

It was forensic baseball brains who in 
times past made it a rule that a man could 
be taken out of the game and another sub- 
stituted in his place in any art of the 
game. Before that rule was made no player 
could be substituted for another unless that 
player was injured. These unsportsmanlike 
managers who generally wanted to get the 
one man out of the game, were generally 
the pitchers, especially when he was going 
bad.

If owners would take the time and 
trouble to master their car they would 
have less trouble and expense and 
would realize pleasure and value from 
the investment. The real pleasure in 
motoring lies in knowing how to drive 
properly and feeling confident to make 
repairs in time of necessity. Most op- 
erators make the mistake of running the 
ear until it stops and then blaming the 


ear. 


Very seldom will an engine “lie down” 
“without first giving warning. Nearly 


‘all troubles are in their beginning indi- 


‘cated by particular symptoms, and these 
can only be detected by one who knows 
the working principles. “ Considerable 
expense and inconvenience may often be 
‘avoided by knowing how to make minor 
‘adjustments at the proper time. A fre- 
‘quent application of the wrench and oil 


‘ean is much more.effective and econom- 


fcal than the repair shop. 
When riding behind a powerful engine 


' few people appreciate the harmony of

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 8.—The 
Kansas City Speedway may have its 
pick of the racing celebrities of the 
country for its dedicatory speed 
events Saturday, July 22. 

Fred J. Wagner, one of the leading 
officials of the American Automobile 
Association, who will start the cham- 
pionship motor derbies here, has 
wired from Omaha for more entry 
blanks that he may sign up more 
speed stars in the Nebraska city. 
Dario Resta, Ralph de Palma, Johnny 
Aitken and “Howdy” Wilcox are num- 
bered among the starters in the 
Omaha classic. 

Wagner's telegraphic communica- 
tion stated that Ed Rawlings, de- 
signer, driver and builder of the fa- 
mous West Duluth special, had signed 
to appear here. He made and piloted 
the Oregon racer, holder of the 
world’s 100-mile dirt track record, 
which will be handled in Kansas 
City by Otto Henning. , 

Eddie Rickenbacher, world’s speed- 
way champion, and Earl Cooper, road 
racing champion of the world, head 
the list of more than a dozen entries 
now in the hands of the speedway of- 
ficials, Although there is an exceed- 
ingly fast and formidable field of 
starters, the sporting fraternity fig- 
ures one or the other of these speed 
stars will win the major portion of 
the $6500 in purses offered for the 
560 and 100-mile races. 

Billy Chandler, who spent. the 
greater part of last racing season in 
the hospital from serious injuries re- 
ceived when his machine somersault- 
ed-and killed his mechanician on the 
Des Moines speedway last season,

HUDSONS IN BIG CLIMB 


A trio of Hudson supersixes are be- 
ing prepared for the Pike’s Peak hil} 
climbing contest, and two of them have 
been officially entered. One of these 
is to be driven by Ralph Mulford, who 
holds the world’s 24-hour record with a 
Hudson, and numerous other records. 
Mulford’s team mate probably will be 
the Western driver, F. A. Patterson, 
who hails from Stockton, Cal. 

The first running of this annual con- 
test over the highest highway in the 
world will be Aug. 10, ll, 12, the first 
day being for motor cycles and the 
other two for the automobile events, 
which includes a Class E, 230 cubic 
inches and under; Class C. 231 to 300 
cubic inches; and a Class D free-for-all. 
The latter event is for the Penrose 
Challenge Trophy given by Spencer 
Penrose, valued at $1200, and $8000 to be 
divided between the winner and second 
place. 

The course measures 12 miles 2200 feet, 
and in order to negotiate this climb to 
the summit of the famous mountain, 
cars will have to conquer a rise of 66% 
feet. With a maximum grade of 10.5 
per cent and an average of 7 per cent, 
with numerous turns, an exciting con- 
test is assured. Furthermore it is a 
contest in which driving skill will play 


a big part.

GIVES APPROVAL 10 
RUSSIAN ENTENTE 


Convention Regarded as 


Strengthening the Two Na- 
tions in the Far East. 


By Aeaoctated Press. 
TOKIO, July 8.—The Japanese press 


regards the new Russo-Japanese con- 
vention as a veritable offensive and 
defensive alliance consolidating the 
position of Japan and Russia in the 
Far East and checking renewed activ- 
ity of Germany and Austria. 

The newspapers generally express 
the belief that the terms “territorial 
rights” and “special interests,” used 
in the convention, are comprehensive 
and comprise those now existing and 
previously recognized, and also those 
to be recognized in the future. 

The opinion is expressed. that Rus- 
sia in the future will be able to con- 
centrate her attention on the political 
situation in the Balkans and in Per- 
sia. 

Interest exists as to how the new 
convention will be received in Amer- 
ica, but there is no comment on this 
point. 

Baron Biichi Shibusawa, president 
of the American-Japanese Associa- 
tion, couples his congratulations to 
the nation with an aa@monition that, 
while shaking hands with a new 
friend, Japan must not forget or 
slight the historic friendship with 
America. 

To a question from the Associated 
Press representative as to what effect 
the alliance would have upon the open 
door and the integrity of China, the 
Foreign Office replied: 

“The convention is effectually an 
emphasis upon and an extension of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance based 
upon the territorial integrity of China, 
whose open door and integrity are 
now endangered. American trade and 
interests are in no wise affected.”

The Weather Repo 

The Weather and Crop opel for me 
week ending July 4, said: “Th 
light rainfall in the northern part of 
the cotton belt during the week al- 
lowed tor carrying on much needed 
‘cultivation. In parts of the central 
and southern area, cultivation was 
‘hindered and the fields are somewhat 

rassy. The crop was favorably af- 
fested by the weather of the week in 
most places, however, and made a 
satisfactory egg ns Owing to ear- 
lier unfavorable conditions, the fields 
are irregular and in place the plants 
are smail and backward. The plants 
are blooming in Central South Caro- 
lina, are forming bolls’ nicely’ in 
Georgia, and are fruiting well in 
Louisiana. The damage by the boll 
weevil is increasing in Texas and 
Mississippi, and the weevil are re- 
ported in Alabama and Arkansas, and 
the damage continues in Louisiana. 
Cotton lice are reported in some sec- 
tions of Alabama.” 

The grassy fields referred to in the re- 
ports are located in Alabama and Mis- 
sissippl, where the heaviest part of the 
tropical storm broke. Rainfall was very 
heavy, ranging as high as 11 inches.in 
some places, ard rain is still falling in 
Alabama. Conditions in these two states 
have been lowered considerably by the 
storm, and some fear is expressed that 
boll weevil activities will be redoubled 
by the wet and hot weather. 

It is noted in the report that there is 
some planting of cotton going on in the 
scuthern part of Texas, where the 
drouth preciuded such operations earlier 
in the season. 

Texas reports planting well up in the 
northern part of the State, land where 
grain has been harvested being utilized. 
A'l in ally the crop situation, according 
to this report and private ones, is such 
as to make the market sensitive to any 
further deterioration; in fact, the pres- 
ent apathy is a little surprising, unless 
it is assumed that the price of cotton 
is sufficiently high to discount a consid- 
erable shortage.

Clipping Feathers to Make Hens 
Cooler. 

Is there any reason why the feathers 
of White Rocks cannot be slightly 
clipped. Their feathers are so heavy 
that the fowls seem to feel the heat 
even on an ordinary warm day. They 
have plenty of shade. The hens are 
very fat, although I have lessened the 
amount of their feed for the past two 
months. I am giving them only two 
quarts of mixed hen feed twice daily, for 
30 hens. Of course they have a wide 
open range. In spite of the fact that 
they are so fat they always seem hun- 
gry. Would you advise feeding them a 
larger quantity. They are laying wel! 
and have been since February.—M. L. 
F. 

I would not advise clipping the feath- 
ers of a fowl in order to make the bird 
cooler. If they are provided with plenty 
of shade and fresh water at all times, 
they will not be particularly uncomfort- 
able even on hot days. If they are 
inclined to become overly fat, do not 
feed them too heavily, and judging from 
the results you are getting I think you 
are handling your fowls about right. 


Mangels Wurtsel Beets as Green Food 
Have planted some mange! wurzel 
beets; wanted them for chicken green 
feed in winter. Is there any particular 
way of treating them? I presume it is 
the leaves that are fed to the chickens. 
At first I thought it was the beets them- 
selves that the chickens got. Please an- 
swer.—B. P. B., St. Louis, Mo. 

It is the beets and not the weeds that 
are fed for green food. They make very 
good food and the chickens seem to 
relish them very much. We feed them 
by splitting the beet in half and then 
drive a nail through the wall and 
stick the beet: onto it. This is driven 
just high enough from the floor s0 
the chickens will reach it easily. The 
cut side of the beet is outward, of 
course, and the chickens will soon eat 
the entire contents of the rind. They 
can be kept in a cellar or buried or 
kept in any way which you can keep 
potatoes or other vegetables from decay 
and from freezing. 


Gapes, 

I would like to know a way of curing 
my chicks from gapes. I have killed a 
few to keep it from spreading, but 
about ten more have contracted it and 
[ am at a loss to know what to do.— 
F. O. C., St. Louis. 

The most effective method of combat- 
ting disease is to adopt and persist 
in some reliable means of prevention. 
There is a cause for all ailments, and 
unless it be removed you cannot cure 
the disease. If the caise is removable 
a serious outbreak of the disease can 
be prevented by proper hygienic and} 
sanitary measures, or if the measures 
adopted are sufficiently thorough, the 
cause may be prevented from putting in 
an appearance. 

Gapes is caused by small red worms 
and their progeny. The most satisfac- 
tory treatment is prevention of con- 
tagion, combined with extraction of the 
worms from the infected birds. All sick 
‘birds should be removed to quarters 
apart from the well ones. All coops and 
runs where infected birds have been 
should be thoroughly disinfected and 
given a thorough application of hot 
whitewash. The ground of runs should 
be well limed with air-slacked lime. 
spaded up and sprinkled with one of the 
following: A 2 per cent solution of sul- 
phuric acid in water or two ounces of 
copperas (sulphate of iron) dissolved in 
a bucket of water, or a solution of 

of potassium in water, 


one ie the patented worm extermina- 
tors sold by nearly all seed men. Burn 
all ¢hicks which die of gapes and when- 
ever you find gapeworms or extract 
them from sick chicks be cure to burn 
the worms. Disinfect all droppings. 
Earthworms do not cause gapes, but 
may become contaminated with the eggs 
or embryonic gapeworms and so become 
a source of infection in the ground 
where the disease has existed. A small 
piece of copperas placed in the drinking 
water is said to prevent contagion. 
Tincture of assafedita, a teaspoonful in 
a quart of water, is used for the same 
purpose, and is said to have a curative 
action. Three drams of salicylate of 
soda in a quart of drinking water is 
also recommended as a preventive. 

Extracting the worms from the wind- 
pipe is necessary to effect a cure. The 
operation is simple and only requires 
patience and a delicate touch. A loop of 
horse hair, stripped feather tip or one 
of the wire gapeworm extractors is the 
only instrument needed. Prepare a solu- 
tion of one teaspoonful of creolin in a 
pint of cold water, Dip the extractor in 
this, both before and after using. Hold 
the chick firmly in the left hand, with 
its neck wel] stretched and head firmly 
between the thumb and forefinger. The 
mouth should be open and the neck held 
straight out from the body. Dip the ex- 
tractor in the creolin solution, shake off 
any excess of fluid, insert the extractor 
gently into the windpipe and withdraw 
it with a slightly twisting moti This 
will bring out most of the worms, and 
any which remain will be killed by con- 
tact with the creoline solution. Be gen- 
tle -and keep your.hand steady. You 
may strangle a chick or two at first, but 
with a little patience you will acquire 
skill and be able to treat them easily 
and rapidly. 

If you move your chickens to fresh 
ground or cultivate the ground year 
after year and keep oats, rye or some 
crop growing in the yards you will sel- 
dom, if ever, be troubled with this dis- 
ease. Don't let the chicks out in the 
morning until the sun is well up and 
the earthworms have been driven into 
the ground, if you are troubled with 
gapes. 


Proper Grain Per Week. 

The writer would thank you to 
answer, through your “Questions and 
Answers” column, just what weight a 
Rhode Island chicken should gain each 
weék after one month old.—E, OQ. &., 
Granite City, Ill. 

If you can make a Chicken weigh 2 
lbs. when it is eight weeks old you 
are doing quite well. There will be 
some that will weigh that at- that age. 
but the majority will be somewhat 
lighter. We know of one man who has 
a number of Rhode Island Reds that 
he has made weight, % ibs. in 0 
weeks. They must srow rapidly from 
the very start and not be stunted in 
any way if they do that well. There 
is no set rule as to gain that a chicken 
should make. This will vary with dif- 
ferent strains and varieties and depend 
almost entirely upon the breeding, feed- 
ing and care.

HAT it is the poor boy, not the rich one, 
_ #@ really born with a silver spoon in his 
mouth, ig asserted by Andrew Carnegie in 
the following article, written by him for the 
Boston Transcript. He declares that hereditary 
wealth is the deadlicst handicap with which anyone 
can begin life. and that this misfortune can be over- 
come Only by those of heroic moral stamina. 

The abolition of poverty, according to the former 
steel magnate and philanthropist, would spell the 
end of progress and thd decline of the race into 
barbarism. From the cottages of the poor, he points 
out, have come the great inventors, statesmen and 
teachers. As a penniless immigrant lad who rose 
to wealth and power Carnegie is himself an example 
of the views he teaches. 


‘ 


HERE is nothing so enervating, nothing 
so deadly in its effects upon the 
qualities which lead to the highest 
achievement, moral or _ intellectual, as 
hereditary wealth. I would tender my 
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who feels that he is not compelled to 
exert himself in order to earn and live by his own 
efforts. But should such a one prove an exception 
to his fellows and become a citizen who lives a life 
creditable to himself and-useful to the state, instead 
of my profound sympathy | would bow before him 
with reverence; for one who overcomes the seductive 
temptations which surround hereditary wealth is of 
the “salt of the earth,” and entitled to double honor. 

Too many fathers, unhappily, ruin their children, 
and then when old age comes profusely and sadly 
observe that they have done everything for their 
boys. yet are disappointed. The parent who gives 
his son an office which he has not deserved, and so 
enables. him tc disvrace himself and friends, de- 
serves little sympathy. 

So it is that we should feel no 
pity for the poor young man who 
goes forth to his work in the 
morning and labors until evening. 
Rather it is the son of the rich 
man to whom Providence has not

It is never : ia ae , 
the busy man but the idler who ' ae 
should arouse our sympathy and ae : 
cause us to sorrow. 7 ; — 
The cry is often heard nowa- ae Weer ek ere 
days, “Abolish Poverty!” In one SS eH S 
respect at least it is fortunate that 
this cannot be done, and that the 
poor always will be with us. Were 
poverty abolished, what would be 
eome of the race? It is probable 
that progress, development and 
change would cease. Consider the future of the world if only the rich 
were to be depended upon. The supply of the good and the great would 
doubtless end, and human society likely retrograde into barbarism. Abolish 
luxury if you please, but leave us the soil upon which alone the virtues 
and all that is precious in human character grow—poverty, honest poverty. 
Consequently, it is a mistake to pity the worker—the young man who 
does not happen to be born with a silver spoon in his mouth. How often 
bas it been said that the best heritage youth can be born to is poverty! 
For, after all, it is from this class that the good and the great have sprung. 
It is not from the sons of the noble or the millionaire, as a rule, that 
‘the world receives its inventors, its martyrs, its teachers, statesmen, 
poets or men of affairs, but from the cottage of the poor that all these 


- come. Among the few “immortal names that were not born to die,” or 


those who have rendered exceptional service to our race, we can read 
scarcely one who has not had the advantage of being cradled, nursed and 
reared in the stimulating school of poverty 

Assume that you are fortunate enough to be born poor. The first ques- 
tion pressed upon you is this: What shall I learn to do for the com- 
munity which will bring me in exchange enough wealth to feed, clothe, 
lodge and keep me independent? What am I to do for a living? And 
you may think that you would like to do this or that; to pursue one 
branch rather than another; to be a craftsman or business man of some 
sort, or a minister, physician, architect or lawyer. It does not matter 
what the young man likes or dislikes, he always has the main point to 
keep in view. which is this: Can I atiain such a measure of proficiency 
in the branch preferred as will certainly enable me to earn a livelihood 
by its practice? 

It should not be overlooked that the root of wealth is to be found in 
the saving made by the public in any branch of labor. Hence it follows 
that a young man’s work or service is of value to the community exactly 
in the pfoportion that it results in an improvement upon existing condi- 
tions, or in new forms of savings. There is no limit to the possibilities 
in this connection that are open to the ambitiously inclined. 

The young man, therefore, who resolves to make himself useful to his 
kind, and thus is entitled to receive in return from a grateful community 
benefited the sum necessary for his support, sees clearly one of the 
highest duties of a young worker. He meets the vital question imme- 
diately pressing upon him for decision, and decides rightly. This is the 
first step in the acquisition of wealth. 
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There is, then, no difference of 
, Opinion on this point. All are agreed 
that it is the duty of the youth to 
train himself so as to be self-support- 
ing. , Nor can there be any difficulty 
about the next step, for the young 
man cannot be said to have performed 
the whole of his duty if he leaves out 
of account the contingencies of life— 
liability to accident, iHness and trade 
depressions. Wisdom calis upon him 
to have regard for these things, and 
it is part of his duty to save a portion 
of his earnings and invest them safe 
ly, not in speculative enterprises, but 
in securities or property, or in legiti- 
mate business in such a manner as 
will slowly, perhaps, but svrely grow 
into the reserve upon which he can 
fall back in emergencies or o!d age, 
and ultimately be able to live on his 
savings. All are agreed, I think, as 
to the advisibility, nay, the duty, of 
laying up a competence, of getting 
our share of Wealth, and thus to re- 
tain our own independence and self- 
respect. 

The youth who chooses a business 
career will find it one in which there 
is abundant room for the exercise of 
man’s highest powers and of every 
good quality of human nature. The 
career of the great merchant, banker 
or captain of industry is favorable to 
the development of the best powers of 
the mind, as well as to the ripening 
of the judgment upon a wide range 
of general subjects, to freedom from

mance in his business, it is not the fault of the business, but of the man. 
Consider the wonders, the mysteries connected with the developments in 
that most spiritual of all agents—electricity, with its unguessed powers! 
Business is not all dollars and cents; these are but the shell, and the 
kernel lies within, to be enjoyed later, as the higher faculties of the 
business man constantly called into play develop and mature. 


In the old times, every branch of business-was conducted on the small- 
est possible retail scale, with the result that small dealings in small 
affairs bred small men. Every man had ‘to be occupied with the details, 
and manufactured or traded for himself. The higher faculties of organiza- 
tion, and broad views and executive capacity were not brought into play. 
In our day business in all branches is conducted upon so gigantic a scale 
that partners of a huge concern are rulers over a domain. Sometimes the 
large employer of labor hat more men in lis industrial army than the 
petty kings of ancient days had under their banners. 


Another contrast is brought to mind when we recall the old adage that 
two of a trade never agree. Today, however, the warmest friendships 
are formed in every department of human effort, among those engaged 
in the same business. Each visits the other’s counting house, factory, 
warehouse and works and is shown the different metaods, all the newest 
improvements and inventions. . These are freely adopted in competitive 
business. : 


The fact is that affairs are conducted on too great a scale nowadays to 
breed petty jealousies, and there is allied ?with the desire for gain the 
wish for progress, invention, improved methods, scientific development 
and pride of success in these important matters. Thus the dividend whigh 
the man of business seeks and receives today is not alone in dollars, but 
something better—a dividend in the shape of satisfaction because in- 
strumental in carrying forward to higher stages of development the 
industry which is his life work. . 

The man of affairs is called upon to deal with an ever-changing variety 
of questions. He must have an all-around judgment, based upon a knowl- 
edge of many subjects. It is not sufficient for the great merchant and 
"business man of the twentieth century that he knows his country weil, 
its physical conditions, resources, statistics, crops, waterways, finances, 
and all other conditions which affect not only the present but afford him 
data upon which he can with some degree of certainty predict the future. 

The merchant whose operations extend to various countries must also 
k. ow considerable about them. In short, his views ought to be world- 
wide, for nothing of momert can happen ‘which does not have a bearing 
upon his action. He nust possess one of the rarest qualities, be an excel- 
lent judge of men, and understand how best to bring out the qualities of 
different natures. He should have the gift of organization, another rare 
faculty, possess executive ability and be able to decide wisely and prompt- 
ly. No other career embraces so many problems, or makes so many 
cemands upon the time as is involved in a business calling. But the 
resolution of these should not be considered an end in itself.

N 1776 the Marquis de Lafayette, a French nobdie- 
man 19 years of age, enrolled as a volunteer in 
the army with which Washington was seeking to 
wrest the liberty of the American colonies from 

Great Britain. The ardent young hero won such honors 
and affection as this country has never lavished upon 
another foreigner. 

“oday, 140 years later, with the chivalrous purpose 
of repaying tn a measure the debt of gratitude owed by 
the United States to Lafayette, Rochambeau and their 
French associates, a Sand of youthful Americans is 
taking a dramatic part in the defense of France. Some 
of them men of wealth and most of them university 
men, their daredevil valor has made them the idols of 
the French public.

As 
in the experiment with the sonnet, I did this work 
alone, without any person’s advice or assistance, until 
I had finished enough to satisfy me it was a fair test of 
the possibilities. 

In addition to Mrs. Gallup and Miss Wells, there are 
three young women at work on the ciphers. One of them 
is Miss Elizabeth Smith, formerly principal of an In- 
diana high school; one is Miss Marie Alberti, a Chicago 
high school girl, one Miss Antoinette Alberti, also a 
Chicago high school girl. 

Miss Smith told me that when she went to Riverside 
she did not believe there was anything to the bi-literal 
cipher theory. Now, she says, she hasn’t the slightest 
doubt. Miss Marie Alberti was a stenographer and 
had never even heard of a bi-literal cipher until she went 
to do some stenographic work for Col. Fabyan three 
months ago. She became interested and began working 
on the cipher. 

In conversation with her I tried to see if I could catch 
her napping by suddenly pointing out letters at random 
on the Digges page and asking whether they were of one 
font or another. Invariably she assigned it to the font 
required by transcriptions previously made. Miss An- 
toinette doesn’t even know the bi-literal alphabet, but, 
having a remarkably quick eye, she marks A-font and 


B-font letters on a page and somebody else reads the 
combinations. 

Miss Wells was for 13 years asgistant pastor of the 
Westminster Church of Detroit: She has for many years 
assisted her sister in this work. 

As for Mrs. Gallup, she is a sweet-faced woman of 70. 
For 20 years she was a teacher of literature in Michigan 
and Illinofs high schools. She has studied at the Sor- 
bonne in Paris and at Marburg, Germany. In 1895 
she ran across the De Augmentis account of the cipher 
and it has determined her principal occupations since. 
To begin with, she says that, having determined that 
there were differences im letters in the first prologue 
to Troilus and Cressida, she catalogued them and tried to 
decide which were A-forms and which B-forms. As the 
A-form predominates in the cipher this was not so dif- 
ficult. She declares that the first message she de- 
ciphered was in the prologue and said: “Francis St. 
Alban, descended from the mighty heroes of Troy, lov- 
ing and revering these moble ancestors, hid in his writ- 
ings Homer’s Fliad and Odyssey (in cipher) with the 
Aeneid of the noble Virgil, prince of Latin poets, in- 
scribing the letters to Elizabeth R.” 

It is apparent that the bi-literal cipher could not be 
employed in a book without the co-operation of the 
printers who set the type. Her theory—she claims for it

that it is nothing more than a theory—is that there was 
a strong secret society bond between Bacon and the 
printers. In.asher words, Bacon was an exaltec officer 
of the Masonic order and most of the printers of the 
day were members. As corroborative of this belief she 
points out that some of the type in tke folio reveal, 
when examined under a powerful glass, the outlines of 
well-known Masonic emblems. 

As for Bacon’s motives for desiring all this secrecy, 
Mrs. Gallup points out that if he was the son of Queen 
Elizabeth by the Earl of Leicester, as one of the “hidden 
messages” purports to declare, there was every reason 
for secrecy. She thin¥s he first “wrote in” translations 
from Homer and other poems to see if anybody then 
living would discover them and then, reassured, in- 
trusted his more dangerous secrets to this medium. 

Col. Fabyan declares the world will have to recognize 
the value of Mrs. Gallup’s work. “I don’t give a ——'!” 
he said to me ‘whether Bacon wrote Shakespeare or 
Shakespeare wrote it or who wrote it! All I am inter- 
ested in is in getting to the bottom of this cipher!” 

The cipher inquiry is only one of several investigations 
for which this wealthy manufacturer is standing sponsor. 
A physicist, a botanist, a surgeon and a veterinarian 
are all doing independent original research work at 
Riverside.

Aviatiks to flight, but a bullet grazed his arm. Cowdin 
had two fights, and destroyed one of his antagonists. 

After escaping alive from this melee, the Americans 
were sure they bore charmed lives. Thaw went to Paris 
to have his wound treated, and was received there as a 
lion. For his valor in this engagement he received Me 
croes of the Legion of Honor. 

A tew days later, on June 1, the American squadron 
fought 14 German planes over Bar-le-Duc, a vil'age 
which the Germans bombed, destroying many civilian 
lives. When the hostile fleet started to cross the French 
lines, McConnell and Sergt. Lufbery, who had recently 
joined the corps, were out reconnoitering. Lufbery did 
mot meet them, but McConnell ran into the entire 
flotilla. He fired ene belt of cartridges. at them with 
his machine gun and forced one of them to flee. But as 
he was adjusting his reserve ammunition, the belt fell 
overboard, leaving him facing two Fokkers 100 yards 
away, without a single cartridge. He dived in all haste, 
but 18 bullets struck his Nieuport, some a few inches 
from his head, before he got out of range. He smashed 
down in a shell-pitted field and demolished his ma- 
chine, so that he had to walk home. 

While the Germans were dropping bombs on the vil- 
lage, the American squadron was summoned to the 
rescue by telephone. Only Hall, Cowdin, Chapman and 
Prince were available, but the fact that they were out- 
numbered three to one did not make them hesitate. 
They took the air and opened fire on the Germans over 
Bar-le-Duc. Prince’s gasoline tank was punctured, and 


he was forced to land. The French Captain of the 


squadron had to descend after his ammunition box was 
blown off with explosive bullets. Cowdin’s machine gun 
choked and he, too, had to go down. But Hall and 
Chapman kept up the unequal battle until, reinforced 
by a French squadron from Tour, they were able to 
drive the Germans back into their own territory. 

Miraculous to state, for three months the Americans 
continued these brushes with death and escaped with- 
out a fatality. But at last death had an inning, and 
Chapman was claimed as a victim. According to a 
semi-official statement containing a tribute to the young 
American hero such as is seldom found in communica- 
tions of the kind, Sergt. Clyde Balsley of San Antonio, 
who had been wounded in an air duel and probably 
crippled for life, and who was lying in a hospital a 
few miles from the aviation camp, expressed a wish 
for an orange. 

None was to be had at the hospital, but Chapman, in 
camp, obtained a basket of the fruit and set out in 
his machine to take it to his comrade. While on his 
way he encountered three French aeroplanes engaged 
with four German machines, and at once plunged into 
the battle. He soared to a great height and plunged 
down, firing his machine gun. Two of the German 
planes dropped, foundered by his bullets, but the Amer- 
ican’s flank was left exposed. This offered an oppor- 
tunity for the most famous of the German aviators, 
Capt. Boelke, who was in the fight, and who opened fire 
wpon Chapman. He was killed in midair, but the Ger- 
man continued to riddle his machine as it*fell, shoot- 
Ing away the wings before it reached the ground, be-

down in all 19 aeroplanes, including Chapman’s.

Lieut. Thaw, known in Pittsburg as William Thaw IV, 
is the 23-year-old son of Benjamin Thaw, a wealthy 
philanthropist. Young Thaw left Yale after two years 
to become an aviation pupil at the Curtiss School in 
Hammondsport, N. Y. In two years he became an ex- 
pert not only as a flyer but as a mechanician. He was 
in France, studying the French types of aeroplane, when 
the war began. He immediately offered his services to 
the French Aviation Corps. Three of his brothers are 
in the United States militia on the Mexican border.

A Donnelly and his Great Cryptogram, the 
‘American reading public has been at one time 
oy another, called upon to listen to accounts of ciphers 
which purport to show that Francis Bacon and not 
William Shakespeare wrote the poems and plays com- 
‘monly ascribed to the Bard of Avon. Nowadays, to 
‘mention a Shakespeare cipher is to provoke a yawn. 

Recently the matter was revived through litigation 
in which a Chicago Judge declared from the bench that 
he was convinced that Bacon was the real poet, musking 
behind the personality of Shakespeare, the actor. The 
evidence on which he based his opinion was submiited 
by Col. George Fabyan, head -of one of the largest com- 
mercial houses in the country. This evidence consisted 
pricipally of material furnisked by Mrs. Elizabeth Weils 
Caliup. a woman of 70, who has devoted most of the 
last three decades to a study of this matter. 

The Judge who made the decision has been pretty 
widely ridiculed. Without the slightest concern in the 
‘Bacon-Shakespeare controversy, a Post-Dispatch writer 
has been for several days at Col. Fabyan’s country 
home, Riverbank, at Geneva, Ill., 
nature of the evidence which so profoundly convinced 
the Chicago Judge.

Before I began my work I read a book on the Bacon 
pi-literal cipher, published by Mrs. Gallup several years 
ago. Also I skimmed through Donnelly’s book and the 
two books by Dr. Owen of Detroit, both of whom pro- 
fessed to have found “keys” to secret meanings in the 
Shakespeare plays. I knew that Mrs. Gallup had been 
employed to assist Dr. Owen. 

Furthermore, I knew that Mrs. Gallup had professed 
to discover several ciphers, divisible roughly into two 
kinds, a “bi-literal cipher’’ and “word cipbers.” Don- 
nelly’s and Dr. Owen’s had been of the second kind. A 
“‘word cipher,” in the broadest definition, means a cipher 
by which certain words or phrases are keys and these 
keys reveal divers passages in a work, which, when co- 
related, disclose certain connected statements. 

All the so-called Shakespeare “word ciphers” have been 
open to the objection that they appear fanciful and 
easily manufactured by a skilled person, who might de- 
cide a hidden meaning is in the text and then calmly 
work out a method of translating it. In such a case 
the qualifications, reputation, motives and reliability of 
the decipherer would be as much a factor in arriving at 
a judgment of his work as the thing he has deciphered. 

With the “bi-literal” cipher it mignt be called alto- 
gether different. The existence of such a cipher ought 
to be demonstrable with almost the certainty of a mathe- 
matical equation; in that miscalculations would make the 
whole thing worthless. 

Shakespeare students well know that the first pub- 
lished ‘collection of the Bard’s plays was in 1623, in an 
edition known as the ‘‘first folio,” several copies of 
which are still in existence, one being in the library 
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Sir Francis Bacon. 


of W. K. Bixby of St. Louis and another being in the 
Newberry library in Chicago. Shakspeare had been dead 
seven years when the first folio was printed. Francis 
Bacon, who was still living, also in 1623 published his 
important Latin work, “De Augmentis Scientiarum,” 
usually translated “The Advancement of Learning.” In 
book VI of De Augmentis he very carefully describes a 
bi-literal cipher which he says he designed when he was 
a youth in Paris. He declared it the highest possible 
form of cipher, in that it can be used, to express “any- 
thing by anything.” 

To explain: Suppose you have a collection of child’s 
building blocks, some of which are white and some red. 
Suppose you lay five white ones in a row. You can 
call that group a sign of the letter A. 

Now, suppose you lay four white ones in a row and 
make the fifth block a red one. You can call that group 
the sign of the letter B. Five red blocks you can call 
any letter you decide to make it. By experimenting you 
will discover that you can make 32 combinations of 
white and red blocks in groups of five. That is more 
combinations than you need for a separate sign for each 
letter of the alphabet and in Bacon’s time the letter I 
was used for both I-and J and letter U for both U and V. 

It is obvious that you can use this system in an infinite 
number of ways. You could make the groups of five out 
of sounds of two different tones, or by the way you ar- 
ranged your books on a library shelf, or by flags or 
lights of two different ‘colors, or by alternations of dots 
and dashes, or by curved and straight lines, or by letters. 

Bacon suggested that the following sign alphabet could 
be composed of the letters A and B in groups of five 
(whence the name “bi-literal’’):

It is thus apparent that to indicate one letter a group 
of five units must be employed and that each group, 
except the one for the first letter, will have objects in 
which there are two distinctions. 

Suppose, for illustration, that you wished to cipher 
a message into some piece of writing that is well known 
to a large number of persons, such for instance, as the 
Twenty-third Psalm. Suppose that your message is: 
“This is a sample of the bi-literal cipher as Francis 
Bacon used it.” You would first code the message 
in the following form:

In your containing words you might let the small 
letters represent the A symbol and capitals the B 
symbol. Your ciphered message would thus read:

HE most titanic clash of sea forces in the history 
of the world took place off the mouth of the 
Skagerrack, on May 31, between the German and’ 
the British fleéts. From a naval standpoint this 
is the most interesting event in the present 
generation. Its importance is not so much due 
to the results one way or another in advantage 
to the contestants as in the lessons it teaches with relation to 
the qualifications in actual combat of these elements that go 
to make up the modern fleet. 

In the battle of Skagerrack great armored dreadnoughts 
came to grips for the first time in the history of the world. 
In that fight the battle cruiser played its part for the first 
time in a pitched engagement. Light cruisers were in the 
midst of the fighting, and baftled and died. Those daredevils 
of the sea, the destroyers, for the first time in history closed 
in on first-class ships in broad daylight to drive home their 
torpedoes and take their one chance in a hundred of surviving. 

In fact, a modern first-class fleet, with its various units, 
went to grips with an enemy of its kind and tested its qualifi- 
cations. All these fighting machines of the sea have hereto- 
fore been creations of theoretical but somewhat untried effi- 
ciency. The day of their test was May 31. The showings of 
that day will- have much to do with the fleets of the future 
built by all nations of the world. 

Just what happened at Skagerrack is not yet clear, and 
conclusions drawn from that fight are made from incomplete 
evidence and may easily be upset. Bvt two weeks after the 
fight it would seem that something like the following hap- 
pened: 

The German fleet was feeling its way to sea, looking for 
an opportunity to strike a blow with conditions to its ad- 
vantage. The British fleet was spread out over three hundred 
miles of the North Sea. The day was hazy and a ship could

Destroyers and trawlers make up the advance line that the British draw 
across the North Sea. Back of these are the fast cruisers. Still farther back 
-and subject to call are the battleship squadrons. 

The advance line reported the presence of the German fleet. The British 
were anxious for a decisive battle. The battle cruiser squadron immediately 
closed in. It was nearer than the battleships and had 30 knots of speed against 
their 20, so it got into the fight first. Battle cruisers were not intended to fight 
battleships, and it was suspected that German dreadnoughts were ready for 
action. Admiral Beatty, however, determined to attempt to hold the German 
fleet until the British battleships could come up. He therefore went in with his 
battle cruisers. 

It appears that three of his ships went to their death early in the fight be- 
cause of this attempt. The “Queen Mary,” the “Indefatigable,” and “Invincible,” 
as dashing ships as ever put to sea, were sunk. It would seem, however, that they 
inflicted losses upon the enemy that made their sacrifice worth while. They 
evidently succeeded partially in their purpose. Some of the British . dread- 
noughts did not get into the fight. 

But the lesson is this: Battle cruises, with the weight of their armor 
sacrificed to speed, with fewer big guns than have dreadnoughts, cannot give 
and take with the latter class of ships. In grips with dreadnoughts they are 
pretty sure to be sunk. This bas been the theory of naval experts all along, 
but that moot question of the point to which armor should be sacrificed to speed 
has never before had any actual experiments upon which to base its deductions.

“Warspite,” arrived. There were four ships in this squadron, and they plunged 
into the midst of the fight. They appear to have found a fleet that greatly 
outnumbered them. They unquestionably’came in for a tremendous amount of 
hammering.

Francis of Veruiam, F. St. A. (Francis St. Alban) and 
Francis Bacon are one and the same person. These two 
messages alone are startling enough,‘ bunt they are not 
a thousandth part of all Mrs. Gallup says she has de- 
ciphered, thanks to the bi-literal key. Marvelous plays, 
books, histories, narratives are all hidden in the folio and 
other books of the same general period, she says. More- 
over the bi-literal cipher conveys descriptions of various 
supplementary word ciphers and tells how to vse them.

The first thing I had to determine was as to whether 
it was possible to use two separate kinds of type on the 
same pare and in the same words in such way that the 
differences would not obtrude themselves upon the 
eye of the unsuspecting reader and yet would be ap- 
parent to a stilled eye. The test, it happened, was easily 
supplied me. 

James Phinney Baxter, president of the Maine His- 
torical Society, previously had planned a novel test as 
to Mrs. Gallup’s skill as a decipherer. He hunted through 
the 1623 folio until he had found a sufficient number of 
letters of minutely differing forms to make complete A 
and B. fonts. These selected letters he photographed 
in enlargement. Out of the photographed letters he re 
set several of Shakespeare’s sonnets so that his alterna: 
tions would code certain words in the De Augmentis 
formula. The reset sonnets were rephotographed to 
the same size as that in which they were first printed 
and they were forwarded to Mrs. Gallup without ex- 
planation. 
to Mr. Baxter the next day. 

Baxter’s sonnet photographs Col.. Fabayan put inte 
my hands. Then he gave me photographs of the A-font 
and B-font letters as Mrs. Gallup had found them, en- 
larged so that minute differences between letters could 
be observed. There were two forms for each letter, 
capital and lower. I was asked to inspect each letter in 
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microscope, compare it F 
with the enlargements 
of the key, and, on a 
separate piece of pa- 
per, to mark a dot 
wherever I thought |! 
had discovered an A- 
font letter and a dash 
for each B-font letter.

That, then, seemed answer the question as to whether 
it was possible to conceal a cipher message in this man- 
ner. This possibility admitted, it remained to discover ° 
whether any such a message had actually been concealed 
in the folio. 


For this purpose, two photographs of the Digges poem 
page in the 1623 folio were put into my hanus. One 
was made from the Newberry copy and one from the 
Methuen copy. 

For the purpose of comparison, manuscripts prepared 
by Mrs. Gallup, minutely describing A-font and 
B-font letters and citiug typical examples in the text,

were given to me. I spent an: entire day examining 
the 843 letters, marking them exactly as I had done in 
the sonnets. I found the differences much harder to find 
than in Mr. Baxter’s especially prepared example. The 
vowel’s and small letters such as “)" and “r” were ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 
When I had finished my marking another expert 
checked my work and the corrections were a little more 
than 20 per cent. Somewhat less than 80 per cent were 
left as\I marred them. When I had completed 7$ 
groups of five and applied the Bacon key to them, they 
read: “Francis of Verulam is author of all the plays 
heretofore published by Marlowe Greene Peele Shak-----,” 
In many cases the differences were clear. In many 
they were so minute that I could not be certain but callea 
them one or the other, as they seemed nearest li*e the 
typical forms. However, I took them in alphabetical 
order, all the A’s through, then the B’s, and so on, so 
that I could have had no idea of how five letters in any 
group would stand at the completion of my work, even /f 
I had known off-hand what alternations of dots and 
dashes made any given letter. 
To illustrate the manner in which the deciphering ts 
done, the Post-Dispatch is printing herewith an en- 
larged photograph of part of the Digges poem with the 
A-font and B-font letters indicated. It is impossible, 
of course, to give the whole poem within the allowabis* 
space. While this reproduction cannot possitly reveal 
all the minute differences in the forms of the letters 
as they can be detected under a glass in the original 
copy, it will show some of the larger and character 
istic ones. 
Compare the capital T’s in the top line and observe 
the shape and size of the stem and the thickness and 
terminations of the cross bar. Notice the differences 
in the thicknesses of the lines in the capital M’s. Com- 
pare the small “y” in the fourth word of the first line 
of the poem with that in the fifth of the second line. 
Compare the capital W’s in the second line and the 
small w’s in the fifth line. Compare the two o’s in the 
word “booke,” fifth line. Compare the two h’s in 
“which,” second line, and the last 1 in “shall,” eighth 
line, with } in “loath.” Compare the e in “new,” eighth 
line, with that in “thinke.” Careful inspection * ths 
picture will reveal many other differences.

The hint given that the death of William T. Stead 
on the Titanic was planned so that he might be avail- 
able as one of the Reception Committee for dead soldiers 
in the Spirit Land brings up again the famous story 
of the British Museum Mummy, which may have been 
employed by the benevolent spirits to bring about that 
great ocean disaster. The tale is told in the book. 

This much-discussed mummy—or, to be strictly ac- 
curate, Mummy case—was sold by an Arab to a party 
of savants who were exploring Thebes, Egypt, in 1869. 
Immediately misfortunes began to occur. When the 
servant of one of the five members of the party was 
handing him a gun, it exploded without visible cause, 
injuring his arm so that it was amputated to save his 
life. Within a year the second of the party died in great 
poverty; the third was shot; the fourth lost most of his 
fortune and died and the fifth took the case to En- 
gland and gave it to his married sister, who from that 
hour experienced a run of ill-luck. 

She caused the case to be photographed, with the 
weird result that the picture showed a woman’s face 
entirely different from that visible to the eyes upon 
the case. The photographer died soon afterwards. To 
get rid of the hoodoo, the owner presented it to the 
British Museum. The carrier who took it there died in 
the same week: the man who helped to remove it broke 
his arm; and soon after the arrival of the case two at- 
tendants in the mummy room died. The editor of a 
newspaper who had the temerity to publish the photo- 
graph of the case died soon afterwards. 

An English peeress and her daughter went to the 
museum to see the case. The daughter remarked that 
she didn’t care for “that silly old mummy,” and made a 
grimace at the case. On leaving she tripped and fell on 
the steps, breaking her ankle. 

Another lady versed in Egyptology painted a picture 
of the case, but took the ‘precaution of placing a plate 
of apples in front of the case. These presumably ab- 
sorbed the malevolent influences, for they were invaria- 
bly found withered the next morning! 

By this time the mummy case began to get on every- 
one’s nerves, and it was removed to the basement of 
the museum. Not long afterwards, as reported in the 
London newspapers, there was an explosion of escap- 
ing gas in the basement, and a gasfitter and his mate 
were severely injured.
